Omaha Adtdiences Object to Cleve- 
land’s Portrait for Some Reason. 

Omaha, Neb., March 27.—(Special.)—At 
Boyd's opera house for the past four nights 
the picture of President Cleveland has been 
hissed vigorously, The play ‘‘1492” presents 
stereopticon pictures of all the presidents of 
the United States. All have been greeted 
with cheers, even Buchanan getting a little 
applause. The greatest applause is for 
Jefferson, Jackson and Lincoln, But when 
the picture of Cleveland is exposed to 
view the hisses have been very much in ex- 
cess of the applause, No other picture has 
been hissed. No effort has been made to 
stop the hissing and it seems to come from 
all parts of the audience. 


AFTER THE EAST AND WEST. 


The Seaboard Air-Line Will Eventu- 
ally Get the Road. 

New York, March 27.—(Special.)—There 
ere two ends to the story of the Seaboard 
Air-Line’s deal with the heirs of the late 
Eugene Kelly for a lease or purchase of the 
East and West railroad. Mr, Edward Kel- 
ly. president of the road, denied that the 
Seabcard Air-Line had made any overtures 
to tim whatever. The opinion here in rail- 
road circles is that the Columbian Equip- 
meut Company, of 66 Broadway, who owns 
several terminals in Birmingham, has leas- 
ed the East and West railroad and secured 
the right of way from Pell City to Birming- 
ham for a connecting link, and that they 
rave made arrangements with the Seaboard 
Air-Line, whereby that line may have an 
opening through Birmingham to the west 
and southwest. Clarence E. Stump, treas- 
urer of the Columbian Equipment Company, 
said this afternoon: ‘‘Yes; negotiations are 
pending between the Columbian Equipment 
Company and the East and West railroad, 
for a lease of that road in which the Sea- 
board Air-Line is interested, The deal has 
not been closed, but it will be completed in 
a few days. I cannot give you any details 
of the transaction at present, but come to 
see me a week from today, and I will tell 
you exactly what arrangements are made.’’ 

Edward Kelly, son of the late Eugene 
Kelly, said: “The Seaboard Air-Line has 
nevér approached me on the subject of 
leasing or purchasing the East and West. 
They are strong people, and if they want to 
use my road I will be glad to consider the 
matter with them, The Columbian Equip- 
ment Company has made me an offer for 
the property, but I refused it, I own the 
entire property, down to the last crosstie, 
and if the property is leased or sold, it will 
be done by me, and not by another party.”’ 

“It is said that Colonel Ball, manager of 
your road, was in New York recently for 
the purpose of arranging. a deal with the 
Seaboard, and that he is now in Birming- 
ham, arranging for a connecting link be- 
tween Pell City and Birmingham.’”’ 

“He was in New York,” Mr. Kelly replied 
to The Constitution's correspondent, “‘about 
three weeks ago, but not for that purpose, 
He came soon after my father’s death to 
make his report about the property. He is 
not in Birmingham, for I received a tele- 
gram from him today, sent from Carters- 
ville. 

“There.is no one in New York who can 
speak authoritatively for the Seaboard Air- 
Line.” 


INCREASING THE NAVY. 


Secretary Herbert Awards the Con- 
tract for a Submarine Boat. 
Washington, March 27.—Secretary 
Herbert has decided to increase our navy by 
the addition of a submarine torpedo boat. 
Proposals for this vessel were invited in 
May, 1893, since which time the department 
has made a thorough investigation of this 
type of a vessel. The contract for the craft 
was awarded yesterday to the John P. Hol- 
land Torpede Koat Company, of New York. 
The contract calls for a vessel 80 feet in 
length, diameter 11 feet, and -lisplacement, 
when submerged, 138% tons. The vessel is 
to be constructed of steel of dumestic man- 
ufacture and fitted with engines, boilers 
and machinery of domestic make, and is to 
have a speed of fifteen knots in light con- 
dition, fourteen Knots awash (partly sub- 
merged), and eight knots submerged. 
This will be the first vessel of this kind 
ever contracted for. The lrench have made 
efforts in this direction, but have not yet 
succeeded in building av efhicient submarin 
boat. 


THE SUGAR TRUST CASES. 


They Were Made by the Senatorial 
Investigating Committee. 
Washington, March 27.—In the criminal 
court this morning Nathaniel Wilson, at- 
torney for H. O. Havemeyer and John A. 
Searles, made a motion to advance for trial 
the cases against them for refusing to an- 
swer certain questions asked by the sen- 
atorial sugar trust investigating committee. 
Mr. Wilson said it was imperative to Mr. 
Haveméyer’s business interests that his 
trial should take place before April 15th. 
District Attorney Birney could not promise 
to set a date before that time, but Judge 
Cole said he would give Mr. Birney <2 
week in which to fix a specified date. Mr. 
Birney announced his intentions of trying 
the cases against.the sugar trust officials, 
stock brokers and newspaper men consecu- 
tively, no trials of other cases intervening 
between the first and last of these. 


ALL CUBA IN ARMS 


Local Commanders on the Island Cannot 
Suppress the Insurrection, 


INTENSE EXCITEMENT IN SPAIN 


The Government Has More Than 
Enough Trouble at Home. 


THIS REVOLUTION IS VERY EXPENSIVE 


A Coup d’Etat Is Threatened—The Mili- 
tary May Seize the Administration 
@nud Proclaim a Dictator, 


Madrid, March 27.—The latest dispatches 
from Havana have alarmed the govern- 
ment, as they indicate that the insurrection 
is spreading rapidly, and is already beyond 
the control of the local commanders. The 
decision was made last night, therefore, to 
send Martinez de Campdés to Cuba with 
strong reinforcements. Today it is report- 
ed that 9,700 additional troops will embark 
with him. He will start probably on April 
2d. The torpedo gunboats Filipinas and 
Martin Alonzo Pinson and the cruiser Cas- 
talla have received orders to proceed with 
all possible speed to Cuban waters. 

The publication of this news, which com- 
pletely contradicts the former sanguine 
dispatches from official sources, has caused 
keen excitement here. It is announced this 
evening that Primo Rivera has been ap- 
pointed captain-general of Cuba, to succeed 
General Calleja. 

The dispatches from General Callejas in- 
timate that Crombet, Marti @nd Gomes, 
besides Maco, have joined or are about 
to join the rebels in Santiago province, 


THAT LITTLE FIGHT IN CUBA, 


It Is Likely to Cost Spain Several MTl- 
lians More to Hold the Island. 

Madrid, March 27.—Private reports from 
Havana indicate tthat the number of in- 
surgents now in the field is about 7,000. 
The government believes that the filibus- 
terers who left Costa Rico, under Maceo, 
on an English vessel, for Jamaica, were 
transferred to an American ship. 

In the senate Premier Canovas del Cas- 
tillo said today that 5,000 pezetas had been 
spent already in fighting the Cuban in- 
Surgents and the government was pre- 
pared to make any further sacrifice that 
might be demanded. A minister, whose 
name is withheid, said this afternoon that 
10,000,000 pezetas would be placed at Cam. 
pos’s disposal at once. Several steamers 
are fitting out to embark troops at Barce- 
lona, Cadiz and Carthagena for Cuba, 

The premier prefaced his statement to 
the senate with the remark that he had 
come before the chambers under unusual 
circumstances. He proposed to deal only 
with the financial questions raised by ihe 
expedition to Cuba. He then read a dis- 
patch from Captain General Callejas, say- 
ing that a detachment of Spanish troops 
had been defeated by insurgents at Cam- 
pochulos. The commander had been sum- 
moned before a court martial, the dispatch 
added, The cabinet’s decision to send re- 
inforcements was due to this news. 


THE CRISIS IN SPAIN. 


Possibility of a Dictatorship—Noth- 
ing About the Allianca Affair. 

Washington, March 27.—Official advices 
this morning indicate the possibility of a 
coup d'etat in Spain before the close of 
the week. While Premier Canovas, as 
well as the ministry associated with him, are 
in full sympathy with the movement to 
suspend the constitution and try the offend- 
ing Madrid journalists by court-martigl, 
the government finds a majority of the 
chambers against this method, and is pow- 
erless to move in the matter, It is believed 
that the queen will, within a few days, is- 
sue a decree dissolving the chambers, and 
that this will be followed by a coup d’etat 
on the part of the military, which will re- 
sult. for the time, at least, im a practical 
dictatorship. This movement, it is believed, 
will be headed by General Campos, who re- 
flects the prevalent military hostility to the 
editors of the Madrid papers which recently 
go severely criticised the army and navy. 
If a coup d’etat should be effected it will 
probably be followed by the withdrawal of 
the Conovas ministry from power. 

In these circumstances the state depart- 
ment is not likely to hear from the Spanish 
foreign office regarding the Allianca inci- 
dent for some time. The only news ob- 
tainable at the Spanish legation regarding 
the Allianca incident is that the naval com- 
mander at Havana is at present engaged in 
taking the affidavits of the crew of the 
gunboat Venedite, with a view to incorpor- 
ating them in his report, which he will 
make to the Spanish government. If Spain 
postpones her answer to Secretary Gres- 
ham’s dispatch until this report shall have 
reached Madrid a fortnight at least will 
necessarily elapse before it is received, 

The resignation of officials continue to be 
handed in, Among those who have resign- 
ed are the presidents of commercial treaties 
committee, and the Cuban tariff reform 
committee, 


A COSTLY VICTORY. 


What Is Left of General Reyes’s Army 
Claim the Battle. 

New York, March 27.—A Panama cable 
dispatch to The Herald says: ‘‘The govern- 
ment has issued a bulletin claiming a vic- 
tory over the rebels at Gayaca. It was a 
costly one, however, for out of three thou- 
sand troops under General Reyes, which 
formed the expedition, 1,500 dropped off 
through fliatigue or disease during the 
march, and of the remaining 1,500 which 
gave battle to the rebels, 700 Were killed 
before victory rested with the government 
forces.” 

The Governor of Santingo Reports. 

‘Havana, March 27.—The governor of 
Santiago de Cuba says that the government 
troops have just overtaken a small band of 
rebels, wounding one of the number and 
capturing a qugntity of arms and ammuni- 
tion. He also reports that the troops dis- 
persed another band at Cuavitas, captur- 
ing their arms, provisions, etc. Seven- 
teen rebels have surrendered to the au- 
thorities in Santiago. 

Soldiers for Cuba. 

Paris, March 27.—A dispatch from Madrid 
to The Journal des Debats says the Span- 
ish government has decided to send ad- 
ditional reinforcements of 6,000 men to 
Cuba. : 

Negroes Offer Their Services. 

New York, March 27.—A Havana cable 
dispatch to The Hemald says: ‘Members 
ef the Aurora ‘and Progress Clubs, two 
negro organizations of Puerto Principe, 
paraded through the public streets yester- 
dey, after which they sent word to the 


governor of the province that they would | 
help fight the insurgents if called upon to 
do so. Hundreds of negroes made similar | 
offers of their services to the government.” 


MURDER AND SUICIDE. 
An Actor Named Bigelow Kills Amy 
Thill and Then Himself. 

New York, March 27.—Murder and suicide 
were committed some time today in the 
furnished room house, No. 15 West 24th 
street. What led to the tragedy may never 
be known, for nothing was left to indicate 
any reason for the mad acts. The per- 
petrator of them was John Bigelow, an 
actor, and the scene of the tragedy was 
who was an actress. It appears that he 
the room of Miss Amy Thill, his victim, 
killed the young woman by firing three 
shots into her head and then shot him- 
self in the head. 

Miss Thill occupied a room in the house 
with her two sisters, Alice and Marie, and 
Bigelow was a frequent caller upon them, 

Shortly after 18 o'clock this morning, 
Martha Coleman, wife of the janitor of the 
house, heard four sharp reports, and, think- 
ing a water pipe had burst, she summoned 
her husband, and they examined the pipes 
but found no breaks. 

It was Miss Thill’s custom to rise about 
neon, but she did not appear, end during the 
afternoon it was decided to break open 
the door of her rcom. When this was done, 
a horrible sight was presented. On the floor, 
with his head near the foot of the bedstead 
and his feet in ‘the aleove, lay Bigelow. 
In his right temple wae a hole from which 
the blood had ceased flowing, while blood 
was spattered on the wall, Clutched in his 
right hand was a revolver with four of its 
chambers empty. In the alcove lay the 
body of Miss Thill. Her head was near the 
door, while her feet were under the wash- 
stand. She was partly clothed. In one hand 
was a towel; near by stood a basin with 
water. Her face was covered with blood. 
There was one bullet hole under the left eye, 
another in her left cheek and a third in her 
left side of her head. She had evidently 
been washing, and had been shot while 
Standing with her left side towards her 
Slayer. 

On one of the bureaus ih the room lay two 
letters in the woman's handwriting—one ad- 
dressed “S. S. Karsh, The Standard, 1156 
Broadway,” and the other “Madame Thill, 
812 Mill street, Minneapolis, Minn.” The 
second letter, it is believed, was for the 
dead woman’s mother. Her family is said 
to be well-to-do. The coroner, after being 
duly notified by the police, viewed the 
bodies and gave a permit for their removal 
to an undertaking establishment. Mean- 
while, the two sisters of the dead woman, 
Misses Alice and Marie, at present with a 
theatrical company in Erie, Pa., were no- 
tified. 

it was learned tonight that Bigelow was 
the son of J. Bigelow, a retired lawyer an« 
ex-mayor of Morristown, N. J., and that he 
had claimed to have wealthy relatives in 
Brooklyn and in the south. It was said 
that Bigelow had been very gloomy since 
he lost his position last Christmas and has 
been drinking heavily. 


UNABLE TO FIX THE BLAME. 


The Verdict of the Ceroner’s Jury 
Over the Football Piayer’s Body. 
Washington, March 27.—fhe inquest over 

the body of George Bal of Richmond, 
Va,, the Georgetown “Miversity,, student, 
who died yesterday from injuries in the 
Thanksgiving Day game between the teams 
of the university and the Columbia Ath- 
letic Club; was held this afternoon. Sev- 
eral members of both teams testified that 
they did not know who hurt Bahen, and 
the Columbia men disclaimed that the in- 
juries Bahen received were given inten- 
tionally. 

Leete, of the Columbias, whom Bahen 
tackled in the scrimmage in which hé was 
hurt, said he thought that Bahen was in- 
jured by one of the Georgetown players. 
Other witnesses testified 1 it they had 
heard of a rumor that Columbia intended 
to “do up’’ Georgetown, but put no faith 
in it, and’ some of the Georgetown players 
disclaimed any intention of inflicting bod- 
ily injury on their opponents. The jury 
rendered a verdict that “we are unable to 
tell who is to blame.”’ 


SHE THROWS EGGS. 


Leonard Punishes a Man Who 
Called Her a Liar. 

Gainesville, Fla., March 27.—(Special.)—A 
humorous gensation occurred in this city 
today when Mrs, 8S. H. Leonard rotten- 
egged G. R. Ellis. Ellis had just been 
acquitted on a charge of disorderly con- 
duct, made by Mrs. Leonard, whom he had 
called a liar. After the trial Mrs, Leon- 
ard threw rotten eggs at the discharged 
prisoner. One of them struck him be- 
tween the shoulders. The second egg miss- 
ed Ellis and struck Alfred Davies. Ellis 
will prosecute Mrs. Leonard in the county 
court on a charge of assault and. battery. 
All the parties are respectable and very 
well known here. Mrs, Leonard threatens. 
to egg anybody else who interferes with 
what she considers her dignity and her 
rights.

THE PRISONER FAINTED. 


The Word Death Caused Him to Top- 
ple Over. 

Chicago, March 27.—Sydney Cooper, the 
colored murderer, and his wife and two 
children created an exciting scene this 
morning in Judge Sears’s courtroom at 
the beginning of the trial. When Assistant 
State’s Attorney Pearson, who had just 
finished the trial of Maggie Tiller, con- 
demned to death, asked the first venireman: 
“Have you any scruples to the inflict- 
ing of the death penalty,” the citizen an- 
swered, “No.’’ At the mention of the 
word “death” the prisoner, who had shot 
George Adams, another colored man, in 
cold blood over the question of a dollar, 
collapsed in his chair as if struck on the 
head. He fell back unconscious, and while 
bailiffs tried to restore the terror-stricken 
wretch his wife and children became wild- 
ly hysterical at the sight and the scream- 
ing woman was removed to an anteroom 
by order of the judge. The hysteria spread 
to some of the female spectators and for 
a moment pandemonium seemed imminent, 
All through the examination the mur- 
derer’s face was blanched with fear.

Knoxville,Tenn,, March 27.—(Special.)}—The 
large grain warehouse of C. L. Carmack at 
Charleston, Tenn,, was destroyed by fire 
early this morning.

PLAYING THE BULLY 


Great Britain Tries to Impose Upon Poor 
Little Nicaragua. 


KIMBERLY DEMANDS A HEAVY SOM 


It Is Admitted That Hatch Was Not 
an Official. 


NOTHING BUT CASH TO BE ACCEPTED 


Her Moajesty’s Government Refuse to Al- 
low an Investigation as to the Merits 
of Hatch’s Case. 


Washington, March 27.—The full text of 
Great Britain’s ultimaitum to Nicaragua 
is made public tonight. It is dated Feb- 
ruary 26th, and is addressed to Senor Don 
Modesto Barrios, and is a document of 
2,500 words. 

At the outset, Earl Kimberly says: ‘‘Her 
majesty’s government have carefully con- 
sidered the voluminous documents inclosed 
in your note of the 22d of November last, 
which you have communicated to me, in 
justification of the proceedings of the Nica- 
raguan government in regard to Mr. Hatch, 
British pro-consul, and certain other Brit- 
ish subjects, who were arrested, in August 
last, in the Mosquito reserve, imprisoned 
and expelled from Nicaragua, not only 
without any form of trial, but without any 
communication to them of the charges 
against them, so as to afford them an op- 
portunity of absolving themselves. 

“Before proceeding to examine the state- 
ments made in those documents, 1 may ob- 
serve that, although Mr. Hatch was not, 
strictly speaking, an officer in her majes- 
ty’s consular service, it might have been 
expected that the Nicaraguan authorities 
in the reserve, who carried on a corre- 
spondence with him, and made use of his 
service in a consular capacity whenever, 
and so long as it suited their convenience 
to do so, would, as a matter of ordinary 
courtgsy, jhave communicnted with her 
majesty’s government before resorting to 
so extreme a@& measure as to arrest that 
gentleman. 

“The grievances of the British subjects 
concerned in the Bluefields affair of last 
July are stated in detail and the charges 
against them by Nicaragua and the affi- 
davits and evidence in their behalf are 
summarized, 

Earl Kimberly then says: “‘With regard 
to the conduct of Mr. Hatch, her majesty’s 
government is satisfied from the reports 
of her majesty’s naval officers that it was 
perfectly correct during the time that he 
acted as British pro-consul, 

“IT have only to request that you will, 
without delay, inform the Nicaraguan gov- 
ernment that her majesty’s government 
cannot admit that any adequate or reliable 
evidence has been produced to justify the 
arbitrary and violent action taken against 
the queen’s subjects. 

The Terms Are Harsh. 

“They hold the Nicaraguan government 
responsible for those proceedings and they 
must require them to pay the sum of 
£15,000 on account of their action in ar- 
resting, imprisoning and expelling those 
British subjects; further, to cancel un- 
conditionally the decrees of exile issued 
against them; and to agree to the consti- 
tution of a commission to assess the loss- 
es sustained by them in their property or 
goods in the reserve, owing to the action 
of the Nicaraguan authorities. Such com- 
mission is to be composed of a British 
representative, a Nicaraguan representa- 
tive and a jurist, not a citizen of any 
American state, to be ‘selected by agree- 
ment between the Nicaraguan government 
and the government of her majesty; and 
failing such agreement, by the president of 
the Swiss republic. 

“The findings of the commission to be 
by a majority and the awards to be final 
and to be paid within three months of the 
conclusion of their labors.’ 

A further penalty of £500 is assessed as 
indemnity for offenses against British sub. 
jects not included in the foregoing. The 
ultimatum concludes as follows: 

“In previous ‘letters which I have ad- 
dressed to you, 1 have explained that her 
majesty’s government is not prepared to 
discuss any question with regard to the 
treaty of Managua and the recent pro- 
ceedings in the Mosquito reserve, until 
this matter of arrest and imprisonment of 
British subjects has been disposed of. In 
order to avoid any misunderstanding on 
the subject, I think it right to inform you 
that to this determination, her majesty’s 
government intends to adhere; but so soon 
as the demands which I have made in my 
present note have been satisfied, I shall 
be prepared to receive and consider in a 
friendly spirit any representations on those 
questions which the Nicaraguan overs 
ment may desire to make to her majesty’s

LI HUNG CHANG’S POWERS 


Include the Cession of Islands Be- 
longing to China. 

St. Petersburg, March 27.—It is stated 
here that besides paying @ pecuniary in- 
demnity to Japan, Li Hung Chang is au- 
thorized to cede the islands of Lao Choo, 
Majacosima, Batan, Babuyan and Formosa. 
Strenuous efforts will be made to prevent 
the cession of the territory of Liantong, 
and as a last resort the suggestion will be 
made that it be converted into a buffer state 
under the joint protection of Russia, France 
and England. 

Afraid of Blood Poisoning. 

London, March 27.—A dispatch from Yo- 
kohama to The Standard says the Japanese 
diet closed its sessions this morning. In a 
journalist the diet held just prior to the ad- 
journment, the diet passed resolutions de- 
ploring the assault upon Li Hung Chang. 
The. greatest care is being exercised in the 
treatment of the Chinese efivoy’s wound 
lest blood poisoning should supervene. 

A dispatch from Kobe says that the Jap- 
anese loan of 3,000,000 yen to Corea has fall- 
en through, owing to the refusal of Japan 
to grant Corea’s request that the loan be 
kept standing for fifteen years. 

Many Mysterious Deaths. 

London, March 27.—A dispatch from 
Shanghai and Hong Kong to the Central 
News states that many mysterious deaths 
are occurring at Kowloon, where a plague 
is reported to be raging. The colonial gov- 
ernment, however, does not ascribe the 
deaths to the plague. 

Li Hang’s Condition. 

Shiminoseki, March 27—The condition of Li 
Hung Chang is very favorable. His physi- 
clan has warned his attendants of the ne- 
cessity of the free use of antisceptic appli- 
cations. Thus far the envoy has been re- 
markably free from fever.

VON LEVETZOW’S SUCCESSOR. 


Baron Von Buoyl Berenberg Elected 
by the Reichstag. 

Berlin, March 27.—The reichstag today 
voted for a new president to fill the va- 
cancy caused by the resignation of Herr 
von Levetzow, and Baron von Buoy! Beren- 
berg, first vice president, was chosen, re- 
election of a president conservatives and 
national Mberals handed in 105 blank votes. 

Herr Schmidt, progressist, was elected 
first vice president; Herr Spahn, centrist, 
second vice president. As in case of an 
election of a president conservatives and 
national liberals refrained from voting. 
The reichstag in committee took up the 
question of the second reading of the anti- 
revolution bill. Herr Lenzmann’s proposal 
to reject the bill en bloc was defeated. 

The newly elected president and vice 
president of the reichstag have decided 
not to apply for the customary audience 
with the emperor, for fear of still further 
straining the situation. They will merely 
leave their cards at the palace in the 
hands of Court Master Hompesche. 

It is announced that the centrist mem~ 
bers of the reichstag have refused to ac- 
cept the election of one of their number 
to the post of director of the bureau. 

A Denial of the Report. 

Berlin, March 27.—The Post makes a 
denial, upon semi-official authority, of, the 
report that a coolness has sprung up be- 
tween the Berlin and St, Petersburg gov- 
ernments in consequence of the nomina- 
tion of Prince von Radolin, to succeed 
General von Werder as German ambas- 
sador to Russia. Upon the same authority 
The Post also denies the rumor that the 
czar has abandoned his contemplated trip 
to Berlin in May. The fact is, the paper 
says, that the czar never had any idea of 
making such a trip. 

The Italians in Abyssinia. 

Rome, March 27.—The government is in- 
formed that the Italians quietly occupied 
Adigrat, Abyssinia, Monday night. The 
inhabitants of the place went out to meet 
the Italian soldiers, and no resistance was 
made to the occupation of the town. A 
flying column has been sent out to watch 
the movements of Ras Mangascia, 


GAVE THE NEGROES THE SHAKE. 


McKinley Dodges the Brother in 
Black at Jacksonville. 

Jacksonville, Fla., March 27.—Governor 
William McKinley, of Ohio, and party ar- 
rived in the city tonight, and an informal 
reception was tendered him by the board 
of trade at the St. James hotel. Two hun- 
dred prominent citizens were present. Gov- 
ernor McKinley thhad consented to a formal 
reception, but the programme was changed, 
it is said, because of the governor’s illness. 
He was advised last night by his physician 
not to appear in public, but, when informed 
of the character and number of the crowd, 
went down tor twenty minutes, The com- 
mittee having charge of arrangements kept 
the movements of the gowernor secret all 
of yesterday, for the purpose of shutting 
out the negroes, who, when they. learned 
the governor was to be received, sent him 
an invitation for a formal reception. No 
negroes were present at the hotel, and but 
few at the depot. 

General Osborne, of Boston, who is with 
the McKinley party, is said to have been 
especially anxious to prevent the negroes 
from participating in the reception of Gov- 
ernor McKinley, as the feared that the 
presence of the colored brother would ren- 
der of no avail the attempt to build up a 
white republican party in the south, which 
is said to be the programme of McKinley’s 
managers.

BAD MANAGEMENT. 


The Commercial Bank, of Cincinnati, 
Assigns—One of the Oldest. 
Cincinnati, O., March 27.—The Commer- 
cial bank, located at 132 Main street, as- 
signed this afternoon to W. H. Campbell, 
its cashier. The decision to go out ¢g 
business was reached but a half-hour be- 

fore the assignment was made. 

The bank was compelled to make good 
$50,000 worth of bad paper yesterday. 
When the bank sent its paper to the 
clearing house this afternoon the directors 
of the association, on motion of Cashier 
Guthrie, of the National LaFayette bank, 
suspended payment on the paper and or- 
dered an investigation of the bank’s con- 
dition. This move proved fatal and pre- 
cipitated the failure, which had been im- 
pending for some time. The directors of 
the bank were hastily called together and 
the attorneys were ordered to draw up 
the deed of assignment, which was filed a 
few minutes later. 

President Foote says that the bank will 
be able to pay dollar for dollar. The bank 
is the oldest in the city. It was organized 
in 1831. Charles B. Foote is president. The 
bank has a paid-up capital stock of $328,000 
and a surplus, of $40,000. Its average de- 
positors were $400,000. The stock was di- 
vided into shares of $0 each and then 
little trading was done in it. It was 
quoted at 92% asked. When the rush was 
made to the bank it was closed and the 
iron doors were locked tight. The rumor 
soon gained circulation and a crowd of 
anxious depositors congregated in front 
of the door. 

The Commercial bank was at ore time 
the main bank of the steamboats, and the 
Pendietons and Thomas Sherlock were 
heavily interested. The opinion on Third 
street is that the crash came abgut 
through bad management. 

Swing & Morse, attorneys for the bank, 
and Robert Clarke & Co. are among the 
heaviest depositors. 

The bank has been rediscounting its own 
paper for two weeks, showing conclusively 
that failure was inevitable.

TWO ROBBERS KILLED 


Six Masked Men Attack a Cincinnati 
Southern Passenger Train, 


ARMED OFFICERS .BATTLE WITH THEM 


A Father and Son are Shot Down 
in the Encounter. 


ONE OF THE BULLETS HITS A TRAMP 


Four of the Desperadoes Get Away—One 
of the Gang Kept tbe Road Posted. 
An Indignant Passenger. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., March 27.—(Special.) 
A long premeditated and bold but unsuc- 
cessful attempt at train robbery was made 
by a gang of six masked men on south 
bound passenger train No. 3, of the Cin- 
cinnati Southern railway near Greenwood, 
Ky., at 2 o'clock this morning. The rail- 
way and express officials had been expecting 
an.attack for some time and were prepared. 
The result was a hot and exciting fight be- 
tween the robbers and the detectives on 
board, in which one robber was killed out- 
right, another was shot so that he died a 
few hours afterwards, and a man giving 
his name is Martin, who was stealing @ 
ride, was also fatally wounded, while not 


{ a single detective received a scratch 


More than a month ago, officials of the 
road were notified that a plot was on foot 
among a gang of Kentucky desperadoes 
to rob a train at the first opportunity at 
some remote point along the line in the 
wilds of southern Kentucky. The man who 
gave this information had been a member 
of the gang himself but had fallen out with 
the leader and determined to give him 
away. This he did most effectually, and 
to complete his work and make his revenge 
more sure, continued as a member of the 
gang while playing the spy for the detec- 
tives employed by the officials of the road, 
The detectives determined that the attempt 
should be frustrated and all such despera- 
does taught a lesson, it mattered not at 
what expense. Special officers were at once 
employed and no passenger train over the 
Cincinnati Southern for the last month has 
been without a guard of three or more well 
armed men to protect passengers and the 
property of the road. Matters went on very 
quietly for several weeks. The spy informed 
the detectives that the gang were camping 
in the mountains near Somerset. Twice 
tne; set a night for the hold-up and twice 
for various reasons the attack was post- 


poned. 
Officers Were Ready. 


Sunday last, the spy gave the information 
that the attack would probably be made last 
night. He did not play false to the detec- 
tives and he certainly got his revenge on 
the leader, who is believed to be one of 


the dead men. Acting on his information, — 


a special detective, Tom Griffin, mayor of 
Somerset, Ky., with his assistants, Will 
Eddy, of Rockwood, Tenn., and C. F. All- 
good, of this city, boarded the train whet/ 
it left Cincinnati Tuesday night. They were 
heavily armed and ready for anything. Ac- 
cording to the information given by the spy, 
the attack was to be made just south of 
Somerset and one hundred and sixty miles 
north of Chattanooga. The place is well 
adapted to damnable deeds. Miles removed 
from civilization, with rugged mountains 
on every side, it no doubt seemed to offer 
the gang a good spot as anyone might wish. 
A Pistol at His Head. 


The train, in charge of Engineer Tom 
Springfield, with Dave Rankin fireman, and 
Pete Gorman conductor, left Somerset on 
time, A short distance this side of the tun- 
nel, a man with a lantern waved the train 
down. Engineer Springfield had no thougnt 
of robbers and came to a standstill without 
question. Immediately a giant of a fellow 
bounded into the cab and covered the en- 
gineer and fireman. 

“Stand here until I tell you to go,” he 
commanded. 

Engineer Springfield made a move for the 
whistle to warn the trainmen, 

“Touch that and I'll blow your head off,” 
the fellow said. 

Meantime the others in the gang had 
boarded the train, but just before reaching 
the point where the attack was suspected 
the detectives, Griffin and Eddy, had gone 
into the baggage car while Allgood took the 
smoker. When the train stopped they Knew 
the time for action had arrived, Allgood 
was the first to reach the platform. As 
he opened the door a robber jumped on the 
steps but jumped down again, Eddy came 
out of the baggage car and the two detec- 
tives crouched on the lower steps of the left 
side of the car in the shadow, In a minute 
or so three of the robbers jumped on and 
entered the baggage car. Two others made 
for the express car. The detectives jumped 
down on the ground. 

The Firing Was Furious. 

“Hands up,” said one of the two outside, 
holding a shotgun on Eddy, but the detec- 
tive was too quick for him, In a twinkling 
he brought his pistol to position, fred and 
the robber fell dead. 

At the sound of the shot the three in the 
baggage car ran out. Then the fusilade be-— 
gan. It was a duel to the death in the 
dark and it was short, sharp and decisive, 
The robbers fled and the detectives remain- 
ed victors of the situation, with one dead 
robber and another dying. The man who 
was killed outright was Jesse Morrow, aged 
about fifty. He was known as one of the 
worst and most desperate men in that sec- 
tion, The fatally wounded man was his son, 
Thomas Morrow, as bad as his father, 

A Tramp Wounded. 

When the firing began the man on the en- 
gine skipped and made for the woods and 
when it ceased Engineer Springfield was 
free to pull on, which he did, leaving the 
detective in charge of the two Morrows to 
follow on a second section of the passenger 
train. The train came on to Chattanooga 
and reached here on time. At Cumberland 
Falls, a tramp was discovered on the blind 
baggage. He was named Martin and was 
fatally wounded, He was put off at the point 
mentioned for medical attention and has 
since died. Scarcely a passenger knew of 
the fight until this morning and no one at 
all of those occupying berths in the sleepers 
knew anything of it. 

The robbery occurred in the territory of 
the Adams Express y, which reach- 
es only to the Tennessee line. Southern 
Express officials in this city say there was 
only a few hundred dollars in the car and 
the robbery, if successful, would have been 
unprofitable, A posse with blood hounds is 
pursuing the four robbers who got away.

CONDUCTOR CLARKE’S VERSION, 


He Did Not See the Shooting, buat 
Was on the Train. 
Conductor Clarke, of the sleeping car 
Georgia, arrived in Atlanta over the Hast 


Tennessee road at 2 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon and told the thrilling story of 
the terrible shooting affray which occurred 
between six train robbers and Detéctive 
Tom Griffin on the Queen and QGrescent at 
3:30 o’clock yesterday morning. 

Conductor Clarke’s sleeper was attached 
to the train at the time. He did not see 
the attack, being in his sleep when it was 
made. The sleeping car Georgia is run 
between Atlanta and Cincinnati. It left 
Cincinnati attached to the Queen and 
Crescent train at 8 o’clock ‘Cuesday night. 
It was seven hours later that the train was 
beset by robbers. 

Clarke is well known in Atlanta. He is 
here two or three times a week on his 
runs, and was beset by many inquiries 
yesterday shortly after his arrival in the 
city. 

“We left Cincinnati on time,” said he, 
“at 8 o'clock. My sleeper was bound for 
Atlanta. We had an uneventful run to 
Somerset, at which place we arrived at 
2 o’clock. There we met the Cincinnati 
bound train, which left Chattanooga last 
night at 7 o’clock. 

“Thomas R. Griffin, the special detective 
of the Queen and Crescent, was on the 
train. Griffin is a fearless fellow, and is 
the terror of the evil doers all through 
that section. He had come up from Chat- 
tanooga with a couple of men to look out 
for the robbers. They had been looking out 
for an attack on the train for some time. I 
got out at Somerset and saw the north- 
bound train. Then I went back into the 
Georgia, did a littie work that I had to 
finish up and went to my berth. I thought 
nothing of the attempted robbery. 

“It was only a few minutes afterward 
that Conductor Pete Gorman came back 
to my berth and shook me. He said that 
robbers had attacked the train and that 
two of them had been killed and maybe 
more. He said that over thirty shots had 
been exchanged. I thought he was joking 
and didn’t pay much attention to him. 
My porter came in in a minute or s0, 
however, and in an excited way told me 
about it. 

“Then I took in the situation. Ten miles 
further down we stopped at Cumberiand 
Falls for water and when the fireman went 
up on top of his tender he found a man 
with a bad wound. The man was taken off 
and left at the station. Later we received 
a telegram saying this man was dead. 
Griffin stopped at the scene of the at- 
tempted robbery and took charge of the 
two dead men. Three of the men got 
away, and Griffin has no doubt followed 
them.”’ 

Al Jackson, the porter on the Georgia, 


- came in on his car with Conductor Clarke 


and had thrilling stories to tell of the 
exciting experiences through which he had 
passed. He was at work on his car when 
he heard the first shot. He has an in- 
quisitive nature, and he rushed forward 
to see what the matter was. He arrived 
just as the shooting was over. He inspected 
the bodies of the dead men and admired 
the courage of Griffin, the detective. He 
congratulates himself that he was among 
the first on the scene, and says that 
Griffin is the finest detective alive. It was 
Al's first experience with rabbers.

The fire originated at a few minutes after 
midnight in the wholesale clothing hcuse 
of Landauer & Co., on the corner of 
Fourth street and Grand avenue. 

The spread of the flames was checked 
before 3 o’clock, but the engines were kept 
busy at work until 8 o'clock. 

The principal losers are Plankington es- 
tate on building, Landauer & Co., Tan- 
ner & Co. and the public library building, 
$150,000; Landauer & Co., wholesale dry 
goods, $400,000; Tanner & Co., wholesale 
furniture, $100,000; Reliany Storage Compa- 
ny, $25,000; Barlington & Wambold. retail 
clothiers, $90,000; Benedict & Co., clothiers, 
$75,000; Columbia Clothing Company, $100,- 
000; Young Men's Christian Association, 
$75,000; other losses in library, $10,000; Roe- 
bela & Reinhardt, art store, $40,000. 

On the north side of the the principal 
losses are: Joseph Amschier, saloon and 
household goods, $5,000; Joseph Horwitz, 
pawn shop, $1,000; Schlitz Brewing Company 
building, $10,000; Hallman buildings, Grand 
avenue, $5,000. Damage to other buildings 
north side of Grand avenue, $3,000. 

The public library had a narrow escape, 
and there is some damage by water. 
The -Phister building on the corner of 
Fourth and Grand avenue was partially 
destroyed—loss about $20,000. The fire did 
little damage to the fireproof Matthews

CLEBURNE COUNTY GETS THIS ONE 


Fruit and Grape Cultivation and the Man- 
ulacture of Wine Will Be the Chiet 
Employment ofthe Bettlers. 


Montgomery Aia., March 27.—(Special.)— 


Alabama is to have another German col- 
ony. It is to be known as Zidonia, Cleburne 
county, and will be located just east of 
Heflin and near the Georgia line. The ad- 
vance guard has already arrived, and is 
staking off the town. The colony will 
commence with several hundred inhabi- 
tants, all skilled farmers and good citizens. 

Cullman county is owned almost entirely 
by Germans, and it is perhaps the most 
prosperous county in the state. There is 
said to be only three negroes in the county. 
St. Flioreen, the German settlement in Lou- 
derdale county, near Florence, is also one 
of the most thriving settlements in the 
State. The new colonists were encouraged 
by the success of these two experiments to 
bring their families from lowa and Illinois 
to Alabama. The lessons in agriculture and 
farm methods that the farmers of Lauder- 
dale county have learned from their in- 
dustrious foreign neighbors have been in- 
valuable. 

The Zidonia colony will make a specialty 
of fruit and grape cultivation. Wine mak- 
ing will be the prevailing industry with 
them. Several other north Alabama coun- 
ties are working to secure German colonies. 
They like the way the Germans have of 
converting an apparently barren hillside 
into a beautiful vineyard.

President Dole Says That Willis Is

San Francisco, Cal,, March 27.—The steam- 
er Australia arrived from Honolulu short- 
ly before 9 o’clock this morning, She left 
Honolulu March 20th. President Dole, on the 
18th instant, declared martial law to be at 
an end and the writ of habeas corpus re- 
stored. 

United States Minister Willis gave a 
reception last week to Admiral Beardslee 
and officers of the Philadelphia, for which 
a large number of invitations were issued.

CONNOLLY CHOSEN, 


Atlanta's hit of Police Elected President 
of the Georgia Association. 


HE COULD NOT BE PRESENT 


It Was a Neat Compliment, and the Chief 
Wired His Veep Appreciation of 
the Action of the Union.

Chief of Police Arthur B. Connolly has 
been re-elected president of the Union of 
Chiefs of Police and Sheriffs of the state 
of Georgia, 

At noon yesterday a telegram to. the 
chief from Secretary Roland, of Savannah, 
infermed him that the election was unani- 
mous, and sent him the best wishes of his 
comrades in convention, 

Due to the tangled condition of municipal 
affairs it was impossible for Atlanta's 
chief to meet with the convention, and the 
fact that he was elected when not present 
is a-neat compliment, which is highly ap- 
preciated by Chief Connolly and his friends. 

The second annual session of the .asso- 
ciation is now on in Gainesville with a 
good attendance. There are present rep- 
resentative officers from nearly every coun- 
ty in the state, and the active interest and 
zeal shown in the proceedings indicate 
that there is a spirit among the protec- 
tors of the peace throughout the state to 
get together and work for the best possible 
methods for detecting and closing down on 
criminals. 

Just one year ago, through the efforta 
of Chief Connolly and other leading spirits 
among the officers of the state, the asgo- 
ciation was formed and met in Atlanta for 
the first time. The business and plan of 
work for the organization was outlined 
and affairs put in such shape that the as. 
sociation might accomplish the best good. 

The present session was looked forward 
to as the most important in that the as- 
sociation, after being on a solid basis for 
one year, could extend its membership and 
strengthen the organisation. 

Chief Connolly who, by the way, is also 
vice president of the National Union of 
Chiefs of Police, had made all preparations 
for attending the meeting. He was to 
have gone Tuesday morning, having agreed 
to meet the chief*of police of Savannah, 
but the clash among the board of police 
commissioners came, 

The problem of organization remained 
unsolved and this, with other things in 
which he was. personally interested, pre- 
vented him from making the trip. 

So when the telegram came yesterday 
it was quite a surprise and pleasure to 
him, Later in the afternoon he received 
several messages urging him to come to the 
banquet, which was tendered by the citi- 
zens of Gainesville to the visiting chiefs. 
It was impossible, however, for him to get 
away. 

“It is the greatest disappointment to 
me,”’ said the chief, ‘‘not to be able to meet 
with the officers this year. I had antici- 
pated a great time and an interesting ses- 
sion. But the uncertainty among the 
police commissioners and other personal 
affairs makes it utterly impossible for me 
to go. 

“I appreciate deeply, however, the com- 
pliment of re-election when 1 was not pres- 
ent, and wired the association to that ef- 
fect yesterday. 

“Our association is doing good work, If 
it does nothing more than cultivate a 
fraternal] spirit among the officers of the 
state tha@ will be-sufficient as knowing 
each other personally we can work to- 
gether better, But it does more than that, 
and I expect by next year to see Georgia 
come forward with the best organization 
of this kind in the United States.” 


ARGUMENT TO BEGIN, 


The Evidence Is All in in the Red- 
wine Bond Case. 

Argument will be begun this morning in 
the Redwine bond case, which has been 
on trial for a week in Judge Van Epps’s 
court. 

The testimony introduced by the defend- 
ant company yesterduy was to show that 
Redwine had been guilty of irregularities 
before he absconded; that because of these 
irregularities, which, they allege, were 
known to the bank, they believe that the 
bond ought not to hold good. 

Mr. Joseph T. Orme, cashier of the 
Lowry Banking Company, and the teller, 
Mr. Davis, were both sworn to show just 
what checks Redwine had drqgwn upon 
them at various times. Mr. C. T. Ryan, 
assistant cashier of the American Trust 
and Banking Company, was also a witness. 
He was examined as to the duties cof an 
assistant cashier and the customs in At- 
lanta banking circles. 

Mr. E. 8. McCandless, who was cashier 
of the Gate City bank at the time Redwine 
left so hurriedly, was made a witness for 
the company. This was a surprise to the 
plaintiffs, but it never developed in the 
testimony of Mr. McCandless just what 
was wanted of him. He testified regarding 
the affairs of the bank and the manner of 
conducting the bank’s business. He testi- 
fied that none of the alleged irregularities 
of Redwine were known to the bank offi- 
cials until the day he skipped. 

Mr. McCandless stated in his testimony 
that a United States bank examiner had 
pronounced the bank in good condition and 
that the affairs were all right and in 
proper shape. . 

The suit ia for the bond of 310,00, which 
was in the Fidelity and Casuaity com. 
pany. It is also for $2,500 damages aud for 
interest on both sums. The fight made by 
the officials of the Gate City bank is that 
the bond should be forthcoming and that 
it should be paid. A motion to nonsuit was 
made by the attorneys for the company, 
but yesterday morning Judge Van Epps 
overruled this. 

The officials of the old Gate City tank 
claim that they were in absolute igrorance 
of Redwine’s transactions in the way of 
making checks to bridge over. They claim 
that the examination by the United States 
bank inspector, when he found that the 
bank was without any irregulirities, was 
sufficient to show that they could not have 
been cognizant of any irregularities. 

It is mot likely that the case will be 
concluded for a day or two yet, as there 
are several speeches to be made,

Committeemen from the Travelers’ Pro- 
tective Association Got Mad. 


THEY THOUGHT THEMSELVES SNUBBED 


Went to Petition the Railroad Men for 
Concessions and Were Not Treated 
W elli—Made a Strong Protest. 


There was a committee from the Travel- 
ers’ Protective Association in the city yes- 
terday for the purpose of appearing before 
the new passenger association of the rail- 
reads to make certain requests of the roads 
that form the assocjation, 

One of the chief things in view was to pe- 
tition the passenger people to grant them 
an interchange of mileage books on all the 
roeds of the association at the rate of 2 
ceuts a mile, the mileage books to be good 
over one road as well as. another. 

The committee asked for a hearing, was 
promised one, and yet when the time came, 


they were not heard, 

And this brought on some sensational 
talk. The committeemen from the Travel- 
ers’ Protective Association thought they 
had been rudely treated by the railroad men 
and sent them a note telling of their dissat- 
isfaction, 

It happened in this. way: 

The drummers sent a letter to the rail- 
road men in the morning asking for the 
hearing. The chairman of the meeting, Mr. 
Harry Walters, wrote a polite note in reply 
saying that the new association had not at 
that time been formed, but that when it 
was formed he thought the drummers 
would be received and given a full and fair 
hearing, ; 

The Travelers’ Protective Association 
committee, in reply wrote a note asking if 
they could not sce the railroad men in the 
afternoon, supposing that the association 
would have been organized by that time, 

Mr, Walters wrote in reply to this that 
there would be an informal meeting of rail- 
road men in the afternoon, and he thought 
the traveling men would be received with 
pleasure and given a hearing. 

The appo:nted hour was ¢ o’clock, and 
when the traveling men arrived at the 
rooms of the Southern Railway and Steam- 
ship Association, where the meeting was 
supposed to be held, they found that the 
railroaders had gone into the private office 
of Coramissioner Stahlman. They were not 
received with any evidence of welcome, and 
after waiting forty-five minutes they left 
the vacant hall. 

They then sent a communication to Chair- 
man Walters telling him in pretty plain 
terms that they felt very keenly the seem- 
ing neglect and indifference shown them 
and would not forget for a long time the 
lack of consideiation for their feelings that 
had apparently been shown. : 

Chairman Walters replied to them that 
the railroad men had met informally in the 
afternoon to discuss some freight matters, 
and had allowed the time to pass far more 
rapidly than they had wished. He said 
that the men apologized for this, and assur- 
ed the traveling men that they would have 
a careful hearing at the first business ses- 
sion of the Southern States Passenger As- 
sociation. 

The committee from the Travelers’ Pro- 
tective Association of the South consisted 
of some of the most prominent members 
of the association and represented the 
trade and commerce of many of the lead-

For Storing Baggage. 

The drummer boys also appeared before 
the Georgia state railroad commission 
yesterday and asked for the privilege of 
storage of baggage on the trains that pass 
small stations in the night. 

it seems that the present rule of the 
roads is to take up the checks on baggage 
to small stations in the night before the 
station is reached and when the train 
stops the baggage is dumped off in the 
middie of the night, with no check on it 
and nothing by which the road can be 
held responsible for the property. The 
drummers say that they have to either sit 
there with the baggage until they can 
send out and wake up some porter to 
take it to a hotel or else go off and leave 
it a prey to burglars or the trespass of 
passers by. 

They want the roads to have some kind 
of lock and key arrangement to hold the 
baggage while they go to a hotel in the 
night and sleep till morning. They claim 
that the roads ought to hold the baggage 
as their property until it is caiied for by 
the shipper. 


AT THE MERCY OF THE WAVES. 


A Schooner Driven 560 Miles Gut of 
Her Course. 

New York, March 27.—The American 
schooner Almeda Willey left Darien, Ga., 
January 2th, with a cargo of lumber, and 
on the night of February 7th was within 
sixty miles of Sandy Hook lightship when a 
blizzard came down with terrific force from 
the west, lasting four days, gradually work- 
ing around to the north and northwest 
with freezing eold, The schooner put be- 
fore gale to avoid icing up. Almost all of the 
sails were blown away or split and rendered 
useless, The deck load was washed away; 
also the water casks. One of the boats was 
lost, a portion of the cut water carried 
away and a great part of the stores de- 
stroyed by salt water. On Monday, Februa- 
ry lith, the weather moderated and obser- 
vations were taken and showed that the 
vessel had been driven 560 miies during the 
hurricane. 

In order to proceed to his destination the 
captain decided to put into Bermuda for 
repairs and provisions, sailing again for 
this port March 10th and arriving here sixty-

J. T. McAllister remarked: “I shot him. 
‘Here is my pistol, with one ‘chamber 
empty, and there is his, on the floor.” 

The Bullet’s Path. 

Dr. O. G, Singleton was next sworn as 
¢ the track of the ball, and stated that 
it entered about three inches to the left 
of the medium line of the breast, between 
the second and third ribs, ranged down- 
ward, and came to the surface below the 
right shoulder. He said that if the par- 
ties had been standing face to face the 
ball would not have taken the direction it

_ gpd the pistol was held high up, and then 


there would have been marks of the pow- 
der, He did not think the ball was de- 
flected. 

These two witnesses gave probably the 
most important evidence for the prosecu- 
tion.

the one which was lying by Hyatt in the 


room.

A Brother Testifies. 


R. C. McAllister, brother of the accused, 
was the first witness for the defense, He 
testified that in returning to the Cook house 
from the council meeting, he was met by @ 
porter who informed him that Turner and 
a drummer were quarreling, and then heard 
the quarrel. He ran rapidly to the hotel 
and up the stairway, but before reaching 
the room heard the report of a pistol. On 
entering the room he saw Hyatt was stag- 
-e@ering. with a pistol in his hand, but he 
“goon fell and turned on his back. W. A. 
McAllister came in a few seconds, A phy- 
giclan was sent for and a pillow was placed 
under the deceased’s head. Hyatt died ina 
few seconds. The witness asked accused 
why he shot Hyatt, and his reply was “I 

' bad to.” 

‘The rest of his testimony accorded in the 
main with the testimony of Matthews, 

Dr, S. A. Crumbley, of Georgetown, testi- 
fied that it was uncertain what direction a 
ball would take when shot into a human 
body, and instanced a case he had seen 
where a negro was shot between the third 
and fourth ribs and the bail came out be- 
low the shoulder blade. The party shot was 
taller than the party who shot him. He 
admitted that if the ball was found to 
start in a certain direction it would come 
out accordingly if not deflected. 

BEB. W. Killingsworth and J. F. Peterson 
testified that the pistol sent to Fort Valley 
Was the same they saw near Hyatt’s hand, 
and several other witnesses corroborated 
R. C. McAllister’s testimony... 

The Sheriff's Statement. 

J. T. McAllister, the accused, made his 
Statement, of which the following is the 
substance: 

Having been busy during the day with 
sheriff's sales and some scttlements, he had 
hot visited the jail, about which he had 
Some anxiety. After supper he went up to 
examine it and was out until after 9 o’clock, 
On returning to his room, he found his wife, 
Who was in a delicate condition, quite ner- 
vous. She complained that some one was 
knocking and making a noice upstairs. He 
Went out, and finding no porter about, 
Went up himself and saw _ a light 
in Hyatt’s room. He knocked, and was 
told to come in. He saw Hyatt was mad, 
because no porter had responded to his 
call, McAllister explained and apologized, 
but it did not pacify Hyatt. The latter 
repeated his grievances, saying he paid city 
rates at the hotel, and was entitled to 
Proper accommodation. McAllister apolo- 
Sized, explaining his wife’s condition, and 
begged him to be quiet. “Failing to pacify 
Aim, I told him “hat aryz gentleman would 
‘Sccept the apology I had made. Hyatt re- 
‘Do you mean to say I am not a 

“Bentieman” and made a step toward me, 


: and I replied, ‘You can take it as you d—n

Staggered, eased down, and fell flat of his 
back. I had nothing against Hyatt: did 
not know his name, and went upstairs with 
kind feelings. If he had not reached for 
his pistol, I would not have drawn mine, 
and we would have had a@ fisticuff when he 
Started for me, I deeply regret the matter. 
I was as sober as I am now.” 

After this statement, court adjourned un- 
til tomorrow morning at 8 o’clock, when the 
State will offer testimony in rebuttal. 


A PAIR OF BLACK MAILERS,

Columbus, Ga., March 27.—&. E. Williams 
and his mother-in-law, Mrs. Stewart, were 
arrested here today on a charge of robbery 
and blackmail, committed at Pilot Point, 
Tex., in September last.

Major J. F. Hanson Sues Senator A. 0. | 


Bacon for a Large Sum. 


THE MONEY WAS PAID ON A BOND 


Hanson [States That He Was Assured 
That He Would Never Haveto 
Pay a Cent, 


Macon, Ga., March 27.—(Special.)—Major 
J. F, Hanson has filed suit against Major 
A. QO. Bacon, in Bibb superior court, for 
$14,433.89. The papers were served on Ma- 
jor Bacon this morning by Deputy Sheriff 
Menard. Major Hanson’s attorneys are 
Charlton, Mackall & Anderson, of Savan- 
nah. 

The petitioner alleges that on April 8, 
1891, he was approached by A. O. Bacon 
(who had been selected to approach pe- 
titioner because of known relations of 
friendship existing between them) and by 
him requested to sign as surety a certain 
bond of J. 8, McTighe & Co., required by 
the United States court for $100,000. 

The petitioner declined to sign the bond, 
but at that time and afterwards the said 
Bacon importuned petitioner, representing 
that the signing of the bond by petitioner 
was a mere matter of form and, involving 
no risk. The said Bacon further assured 
petitioner personally that he would see to 
it that petitioner would never have to pay 
a nickel. 

Although the petitioner was disinclined 
to sign said bond, he finally did so after 
repeated insistence and assurances of in- 
demnity against loss made by the said 
Bacon. 

Petitioner further shows that after sign- 
ing the bond he dismissed the matter from 
his mind, relying on the promises of said 
Bacon to protect him as surety until he 
was suddenly confronted with the fact 
that a decree had been entered against 
McTighe & Co. and their sureties, and as 
one of the sureties, the petitioner was 
bound to pay the game. 

Petitioner shows that he did everything 
in his power to induce the said Bacon to 
protect him, as he had promised to do, but 
Bacon refused to do so and petitioner was 
compelled to pay out $13,625, 

Petitioner shows that these payments 
were demanded during a time of great 
financial disasters and he had difficulty in 
meeting same, even going to the extent 
of trying to sell his private residence, all 
of which was known to the said Bacon, 

The petitioner afterwards paid out as 
costs and attorney’s fees $808.89. 

Petitioner shows that these sums were 
paid out by him because he signed the 
said bond at the instance of said Bacon. 
Wherefore, he says that the said Bacon 
is indebted to him in the sum of $14,433.89, 
with interest at 7 per cent. 

Petitioner asks that defendant be made 
to show cause on April 15th before the su- 
perior court of Bibb county.

The Ring Trial. 

The jurors in the case of Mrs. Mamie 
Ring remained locked in the jury room 
at the courthouse from 1:30 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon until 12 o’clock last night, 
when they were taken by officers to the 
Pierpont house to spend the night. This 
morning, when court opened, they had not 
made a verdict. At 9:30 o’clock they en- 
tered the courtroom and Juror W, S. Fel- 
der asked for instructions from the judge 
on Mrs. Ring’s statement, which was not 
made under oath. Judge Ross said it rest- 
ed with the jury entirely to say what 
weight they should give to the statement. 
They could receive it with whatever force 
and effect they pleased, and could believe 
it in whole, or in part, or disbelieve it, 

The jurors again retired. Mr. Dessau, 
of counsel for the defendant, asked Solici- 
tor General Nottingham, of the city court, 
if it was true that Juror Felder was his 
nephew. Nottingham replied that Felder 
was the nephew of his wife. Nottingham 
inquired of Dessau why he asked the ques- 
tion, and Dessau answered in order that he 
might make a legal point, if necessary. 
Nottingham replied that a juror was dis- 
qualified when related either to plaintiff 
or defendant, but relationship to an at- 
torney in the case was not disqualifica- 
tion, The state had exhausted all of its

selected.

THEN HE LEFT FORT VALLEY IN A HURRY 


The Bankers Have N 3t Succeeded in Find- 
ing Him Thus Faer—He Played 
It Very Fine. 


Fort Valley, Ga., March 27.—(Special.)—A 
very slick game has been played on the 
Fort Valley banks by a sharper, calling 
himself C. A. Smith, who first appeared 
here last fall. He claimed to be a pros- 
pector from near Philadelphia, and spent 
Sd@veral weeks here locking after fruit 
lands which he said he proposed to buy. 

He looked at all the land in this county 
that was for sale, and the real estate 
agents vied with each other in their at- 
tentions to him. While here he had sev- 
eral checks cashed by the Exchange bank 
which turned out to be good, so when he 
appeared here again about ten days ago 
he proceeded to do the banks in great 
shape and without much seeming effort 
on his part. 

When Smith returned to Fort Valley he 
took up his abode at one of the best board- 
ing places in town, where he lived when 
here in November. There he met Major 
McDonald, who is cashier of the Dow Low 
bank. Major McDonald has recently moved 
to Fort Valley. Smith was introduced to 
him by some one who had met him on his 
former trip. He frequently spoke to Major 
McDonald, also to Mr. A. D. Skellie, cashier 
of the Exchange bank, about the best man- 
ner of getting money which he had else- 
where. 

Monday morning Smith appeared at the 
Dow Low bank just a few minutes before 
the arrival of the train for Montgomery, 
and presentéd a check for $450 on the First 
National bank, of Pensacola, Fia., certified 
to by the cashier, J. S. Leomard. Major 
McDonald cashed this check, but during 
the afternoon became uneasy and wired 
the bank in Pensacola, which replied that 
it was a forgery. Montgomery was then 
wired and the conductor on the train that 
left here Monday replied that Smith had 
gone to Montgomery with him. Every ef- 
fort has been made to catch Smith, but 
as yet nothing has been heard of him. Both 
Mr. W. H. Harris, president of ‘the Dow 
Low bank, and Major McDonald, the cash- 
ler, admitted these facts to The Constitu- 
tion’s correspondent today. The Exchange 
bank officials were more reticent. Mr. 
Skellie, the cashier. very reluctantly ad- 
mitted that he had cashed a small check, 
which he still hoped would be good. Mr. 
C. G. Gray, the president, denied that the 
Exchange bank had cashed anychecks for 
Smith during this visit, but when told that 
Mr. Skellie had admitted it, replied that 
he did not know it. 

The amount for which the Exchange bank 
was caught is said to be $450, ‘the same sum 
which the Dow Low bank lost. 

Smith is said to be a slick citizen. He 
is about thirty-five years old, light hair 
and mustache, weighs about 140 pounds, 
is about five feet ten inches tall, and of 
unusually pleasamt address. The back of 
one of his hands looked abs if it had been 
burned. A reward of $50 is offered by the 
Dow Low bank for his capture.

Cent Cotton. 

Williamson, Ga., March 27.—(Special.)— 
Judge Marcus W. Beck presided for the 
first time in Pike superior court, which 
convened in Zebulon Monday morning.

Judge Alex MacDonnell Declines to 
Preside in a Case, 


HON. POPE BARROW TAKES THE SEAT 


Rich Northerners Are in Savannah Nego- 
tiating for:a Site for a Tourist Hotel. 
A Prisoner Released. 


Savannah, Ga., March 27.—(Special)—When 
in the midst of the trial of the suit of the 
Georgia State Building and Loan Associa- 
tion against Ella Brown, foreclosure on a 
deed to secure debt amounting to about 
$1,400 today, Judge A. H. MacDonnell, of 
the city court, discovered that he was dis- 
qualified on account of the fact that he 
was related to Mr. J. R. Saussy, Jr., of 
counsel for the plaintiff, who is a stock- 
holder in the association. Though an 
agreement was made between the attor- 
neys, the judge refused to go on with the 
case, and Hon. Pope Barrow was finally 
decided on. This is the first time Mr. Bar- 
row has been on the bench in Savannah, 
but he presided with the dignity of an 
old-timer. The question at issue is an im- 
portant one, usury being charged against 
the plaintiff on the ground that it is not 
properly a building and loan association, 
as it does business with others outside of 
its stockholders. 

It is held that it is not a/ mutual concern 
for this reason, and cannot avail itself 


of the law of 1891, which allows charges 


of interest and premium that would other- 
wise be usurous. This company is one of 
the largest in the state, and would suffer 
materially should that privilege be re- 
moved from it through the courts. 

A Beautiful Hotel] Site. 


Hon, Sylvanus Wilcox, ex-chief justice of 
Illinois, and Mr. George Wolverton, of Al- 
bany, N. Y., two wealthy capitalists, are 
here endeavoring to make an arrangement 
for the purchase of General Jackson's 
handsome residence property at Gaston and 
Bull streets, facing the entrance to Forsyth 
park, and other property adjoining it.

Our Opportunity. 

It is about two weeks since we de- 
manded an apology from Spain for the 
Alliancéa affair, but the diys roll by, and 
perhaps weeks aud months will elapse 
before we receive a definite answer. 

At Madrid everything is in confusion. 
The Canovas ministry will probably be 
driven from power, and a military dic- 
tutorship may be established in the 
course of a few days. In view of this 
State Of affairs it is not likely that Spain 
will give us any satisfactory reply for 
sometime to come. 

But there are urgent reasons for 
prompt action on the part of our gov- 
ernment. Until we obtain reliable as- 
surances that our rights will be respect- 
ed in Cuban waters our vessels and our 
citizens will be in constant danger. There 
is One way to force Spain to make terms 
with us, and that is to send a fleet to 
the Cuban coast and threaten to bom- 
bard Morro Castle or one of theesea- 
board cities unless the Spaniards should 
at once do the square thing about the 
Allianea affair. 

This is our opportunity to dictate our 
own terms. Spain is perhaps on the 
eve of a revolution. Cuba is already in 
revolt, and its serious nature is indi- 


- cated by the landing of a detachment 


of 1,800 Spanish troops last Thursday, 
and the announcement ‘that other large 
bodies are on the way. The insurgents 
have many sympathizers in this country. 
With a formidable - insurrection in 
Cuba and chaos at Madrid, it will be 
seen that the Spaniards are in no econ- 
dition to resist our demands. If we 
choose to seize Cuba in order to pre- 
vent a repetition of the Allianca out- 
rage we can take possession of the 
island with very little serious opposi- 
If we do nothing else, it would 
be a good idea to send our war sbips 
down that way and give Spain twenty- 
four hours in which to answer us. Why 
not try a bold stroke of Jacksonian 
policy? It would win and would be 
overwhelmingly endorsed by the peo- 
ple. So long as we permit Spain to hold 
Cuba and interfere with our commerce 
there will be no certainty of peace. 


The President and the Wolcott Reso. 

: lution. 

It-will be remembered that when the 
Wolcott resolution, providingefor the ap- 
pointment of six delegates on the part 
of congress, and three on the part of 
the president, was added to the civil 
suadry bill, The Constitution ventured 
to suggest that Mr. Cleveland would 
either appoint three gold monometallists 
as his contribution to the delegation, or 
else take advantage of the wording of 
the resolution to ignore an international 
conference altogether. 

It is now apparent that Mr. Cleveland 
will take shelter under the tefms of the 
resolution. Judge Culberson, of Texas, 
who is one of the ablest lawyers in the 
country, and who, like all other able 
lawyers, can see a technicality or a quib- 
ble two miles away on a foggy day, has 
been talking with the president on the 
subject and he has come away from the 
white house impressed with the idea 
that has impressed Mr. Cleveland, to- 
wit: that the terms of the Wolcott reso 
lution will prevent the president from 
appointing or commissioning delegates 
to any conference that is likely to be 
called at this time by the European na- 
tions. 

The resolution not only gives the presi- 
dent the right to determine whether 
this country shall be represented, but 
describes the character of the confer- 
ence that will make the resolution op- 
erative. The resolution says “that 
whenever the president of the United 
States shall determine that the United 
States should be represented at any in- 
ternational conference called with a 
view to secure’ international fixity of 
relative value between gold and silver 
as money by means of a common ratio 


- between these metals, with free mintage 


at such ratio, the United States shall be 
represented at such conference by nine 
delegates.” 

Mr. Cleveland believes that this “lets 
him out,” as the boys say, and Mr. Cul- 
berson is of the same opinion. Of course, 
if Germany or France should eall an in- 
ternational conference and make ‘the 
terms of the call fit the provisions of 
the Wolcott resolution, Mr. Cleveland 
could then fall back on the option which 
the resolution gives to his “determina- 
tion.” But it is not likely that such a 
conference as that described by the Wol- 
cott resolution will be called. 

The gold gamblers who controleEuro- 
pean legislation are perfectly willing 
that a conference should be held for 
the purpose of discussing the currency 
Question, for that would mean a fur- 


[ther postponement of the whole matter; 


but they are not by any means willing 
that a conference should be held for the 
purpose of fixing @ ratio between the 
metals, for that syould mean business. 
Senator Jones’s address at the Brus- 
sels conference still zemains wnan- 
swered. There has been no reply from 
any respectable quarter to the facts pre- 
sented by the bimetallists. The results 
of the past twenty years have con- 
firmed every prediction and every state- 
ment they have made. The gold mono 
metallists have nothing left to stand 
on. While The Constitution has never 
believed that an international confer- 


| ence, controlled, as it would be, by the 


great banking. interests of Europe, 
would aid in the slightest degree in an 
adequate settlement of this great ques- 
tion, it has welcomed all movements in 
that direction as demonstrating a com- 
plete knowledge on the part of the peo- 
ple of the old world of the evil effects 
that have resulted from the demonetiza- 
tion of silver. The people of this coun- 
try cannot afford to wait for the action 
of an international conference unless 
that body is called together at once and 
given definite instructions to settle the 
matter. 

In our opinion there is but one way 
in which the European nations, includ- 
ing England, can be forced to recognize 
Silver, and that is for the United States 
to act independently in the matter—to 
open their mints to silver at a ratio of 
16 to 1 and by inereasing the value of 
silver, increase the value of their staple 
commodities, and bring about a par of 
exchange between this country and the 
Silver-using countries of the world and 
thus absorb the trade that Europe now 
enjoys a practical monopoly of. 


It Is a Good Sign. 

Birmingham’s new paper, The State, 
is evidently doing good work in its pro- 
test against the single gold standard; 
and The Montgomery Advertiser, which 
is the official organ, in Alabama, of the 
English money monopoly, gives every 
indication that The State is piercing its 
goldbug cuticle. “It devotes a column or 
so of editorials day after day in reply 
to the assaults of The State against the 
barricades of the Shylocks. 

The State is fortunate in engaging the 
Alabama organ in controversy, for it is 
simply a question of time before The 
State will pin it where it cannot budze. 
The favorite resort of the gold standard 
claquers is to dodge whenever they are 
cornered, and The Advertiser meets the 
unanswerable arguments of The State 
in favor of the restoration of silver as a 
standard money metal, by discussing ab- 
stract and irrelevant propositions under 
the guise of reply. 

The State is doing splendid work for 
the return of national prosperity, but 
fortunately the people of Alabama do 
not have to be convinced of the destruc- 
tive work of the gold standard, avhich 
has already shut down more furnaces in 
that state, thrown more peoplé@ out of 
work and shaken valuations and the 
price of all products more disastrously 
than anything that has happened since 
Alabama has been a state, not even ex- 
cepting the civil war. 


The Business Outlook. 

The trade journals, newspapers and 
commercial agencies all unite in declar- 
ing that there is a marked improvement 
in business. They say that collections 
are better; there is a greater demand 
for manufactured goods; real estate is 
looking up, and money is seeking numer- 
ous channels of investment. 

Thoughtful observers of the situation 
attribute this change partly to the gen- 
eral impression that the shrinkage of 
values has gone about as far as it can 
go. It is also true that the forced econ- 
omy of our people during the past three 
years has now made it hecessary for the 
merchants to restock their Shelves, to 
supply the demand which must necessa- 
rily come from those who have denicd 


-themselves luxuries and comforts so 


long that they are now forced to pur- 
chase something. So much self-denial 
and saving must, of course, place mil- 
lions of people in a better financial con- 
dition than they were in a year ago, and 
the gradual return of confidence should 
now cause money to circulate more 
freely. When a man turns a dollar loose 
it will do the work of $10, but when he 
allows it to lie idle it will not do ‘the 
work of a dime in active circulation. 

If we are in sight of good times it is 
not because congress has given the coun- 
try financial relief. It is. because the 
grinding economy of the people has 
enabled them to wea'ther the storm. 


‘Give Him a Chance, 

The Grand Rapids physicians are very 
much interested in the case of Charles 
Olsen, who recently had his skull 
crushed, and lost all of his brains, with 
the exception of a few shreds of gray 
matter. 

According to all surgical rules, Olsen 
Should be dead, but although literally 
without brains he has recoyered, and is 
now doing well. He can talk about what 
he has seen and heard since his illness, 
but at first he did not know his own 
name, and the events of his past life 
have been blotted out. 

The doctors are puzzled, but they per- 
haps take the case too seriously. Even 
without brains, there is a chance for 
Olsen to make his way in the world. 

The brainless Grand Rapids citizen 
has plenty of company, but he has been 
advertised more than the rest of his 
crowd. This is the only difference be- 
tween them.

Hatch from Nicaragua is a gratuitous 
insult to this country and it should be 
resented by our government. 

The purpose of Great Britain in this 
whole business cannot be misunderstood. 
She is determined to get a foothold in 
Nicaragua that will enable her to eon- 
trol the proposed Nicaragua canal. We 
are confronted with this danger and we 
must prepare to meet it at once. Shall 
the United States or England control 
the highway between the Atlantic and 
the Pacific? This is the question to be 
decided, and it is one of vital importance. |

position of great advantage, endanger 
our commercial interests, and sacrifice 
our national self-respect. 

It is a critical period in our affairs 
and it calls for skillful diplomacy and 
great firthness on the part of our pres- 
ent administration. If we are not equal 
to the emergency we may expect to see 
England well fortified at the Atlantic 
outlet of the canal, and also firmly es- 
tablished on the northern coast of South 
America, With her arsenals and naval 
Stations at these points and also in the 
West Indies and at Halifax she will be 
able at any time to attack our com- 
merce and bombard our coast cities. 

It will not do to take it for granted 
that our republic will always remain at 
peace with other nations. England nev- 
er sleeps. Her statesmen from genera- 
tion to generation stick to the policy of 
extending British rule over all nations 
not strong enough to offer successful 
resistance. Her most tempting oppor- 
tunity is the one now presented of se- 
curing and retaining control of the 
Nicaragua canal, and at the same time 
strengthening her position in Venezuela. 
Even if she pretends to be satisfied now 
with a cash indemnity from Nicaraguh 
she may tomorrow revive her claim to 
the Mosquito coast. We cannot be too 
alert and vigilant, and if we blunder to- 
day we may find the consequences 
calamitous in the extreme tomorrow.

Nearly 
all of the French kings of the last three or 
four centuries had well-developed noses, 
The third of the Napoleons had an unusu- 
ally large nose, The statue of Puget in 
Paris has a broken nose, There is nothing 
remarkable about the nose of the German 
kaiser. Perhaps the best royal nose in Eu- 
rope at this time is that of the king of the 
Belgians,

There is not very much of the republican 
wig in the south except men who have 
een federal officeholders in the past and 
who hope to be federal officeholders in 
the future. It is with this class that the 
Harrison people expect to make most head- 
way.

No Bimetallic Conference. 
From The Richmond Dispatch. 

We regret to hear that Mr. Culberson, 
of Texas, one of the delegates already 
appointed to the international bimetallic 
conference, thinks that the resolution 
passed by congress is almost valueless. 
It simply provides that the United States 
shall be represented in any conference 
that may be held to fix a coinage ratio. 
Mr. Culberson also thinks that the presi- 
dent would have no right to appoint del- 
egates to a convention called for any other 
purpose than this one of fixing upon a 
coinage ratio. In fact, the distinguished 
Texan holds that the president is bound 
hand and foot. 

It is well known that the men who passed 
the resolution under consideration intended 
by its passage to provide that the United 
States should be represented in any con- 
ference that might be convened to consider 
the silver question in any form, or any 
question connected with the remonetiza- 
tion of silver. But President Cleveland is 
not only an opponent of the free coinage of 
silver, but a strict constructionist. He 
has allowed his strict construction rules 
to lead him into a false position toward 
the white metal. He explained a few 
weeks ago to two democratic congressmen 
from Missouri that he had been totally 
misunderstood on the silver question. He 
claimed to be in favor of a kind of bimetal- 
lism which all good democrats could advo- 
cate. 

Public opinion ought to be brought to 
bear upon the president. He is not easily 
moved by personal solicitations, but if 
the congressmen who passed the conference 
resolution will approach him on the sub- 
ject and impress the facts of the case 
upon him he may come to the conclusion 
that it is his duty to construe the law 
as congress construed it when it was a 
bill.

The Lopes Invasion of Cuba. 

Vinita, I. T., March 18, 1895.—Editor Con- 
stitution: I was much interested in a 
recent articie in The Constitution about 
the Lopez invasion of Cuba, of 1851, by 
Colonel B. F. Sawyer, for at that time 
I was a young man, about twenty-two 
years old. I had served before that time 
in the Mexican war under General Taylor, 
and belonged to the quartermaster depart- 
ment. Consequently, I never received a 
pension for that or any other service, which 
I suppose accounts for my present vigor 
and general good health. Like Colonel 
Sawyer, I have a very poor opinion of 
American consuls, as I had some experience 
myself trying in vain to get their protec- 
tion when required on several] occasions. 
Just after the Mexican war, I was one of 
the eight hundred men who left New Or- 
leans to go to Yucatan. There were 600 
who went from New York city. We all 
landed at Sisal and joined at Merada, the 
capital. I was one of the 300 that sur- 
vived and got back to New Orleans out 
of the 1,400 through the intervention of the 
British consul, who requested the Ameri- 
can consul of Havana to send a ship to 
take us home. The American consul of 
Merada would do nothing for us. The 
Yucatan expedition was commanded by 
Colonel White. Most of the officers were

Will the City Be Without Protection? 

It is a startling fact that the terms of 
every officer and patrolman on the police 
force will expire at 12 o’clock Saturday 
night. 

If the board fails to reorganize before 
then what will be the result? 

Will the members agree to let Chief 
Connolly, Chief Wright and the others of 
the force remain in control? 

Will Captain Brotherton, Mayor King 
and Commissioner Johnson yield to this? 

If the deadlock is still on and the terms 
of the policemen expire will the city be 
without protection? 

Would an arrest made by a patrolman 
after his term had expired be legal? 

Will the city marshal be appointed to 
take charge of police affairs, and if this 
happens what will become of Chief Con- 
nolly? 

These are some of the interesting ques- 
tions which arise from the intracies of 
the board at present. 

What Mayor King 

Mayor King was asked what would be 
the result if an election could not be held. 

He had just stepped from his private 
office, where a number of his friends were 
energetically discussing the situation. 

“I don’t know,”’ he said. “‘We are doing 
all we can to meet the emergency. This 
meeting here is for the purpose of pre- 
venting, if possible, such a condition of 
affairs. I cannot say what would be done 
as intervening action may not bring affairs 
to such a pinch.”’ 

Captain Brotherton Doesn’t Know. 

The same question was put to Captain 
Brotherton. 

“I haven't thought,” he replied. ‘I can’t 
say what will be done. I don’t know.” 

‘lI am of the opinion,’”’ said Commissioner 
Branan, ‘“‘that an election will be held. Il 
am not a prophet nor the son of a prophet, 
therefore, I can’t presume to say what is 
going to be. I am hopeful, however, that 
the board will all get together in a day or 
two and affairs will be going smoothly. 
There is not a member of the board but 
wishes to harmonize matters, and I see no 
reason why a final agreement cannot be 
reached soon.”’ 

The fact remains, however, that Sun- 
day night will put an end to the terms of 
the police officers and there may be an un- 
precedented condition of affairs. 

An All Day Conference. 

With an idea of evolving order from 
chaos there was a conference of the friends 
of Mayor King all day long in his office. 
Aldermen Broyles and Howell, Council- 
men Bell, Nelms, Welch, Day, Mayson, Al- 
derman Tolbert, ex-Mayor Goodwin, City 
Attorney Anderson, Colonel Park Wood- 
ward and Commissioner Brotherton were 
all there at different times. Mayor King 
declared that it was not a formal meeting 
but a gathering simply for the purpose 
of devising the best means to secure har- 
mony. 

This conference of peacemakers met at 
11 o'clock, remained in consultation for 
several hours and adjourned until 33:30 
o’ clock. 

At that time the discussion was taken up 
again. All of the councilmen expressed 
themselves on the situation. 

Councilman Nelms strongly advocated 
no action until the hearing of the injunc- 
tion against Mayor King Saturday morn- 
ing. 

‘IT want to see,’’ said Mr. Nelms, “‘whether 
or not our city charter is wrong. I want 
to see it tested. If it is we should know 
it, and the sooner we get a good one the 
better. The decision in the injunction 
against the mayor will put this to a test, 
and I am of the opinion that it will be best 
to wait until then.’ 

A Proposition for Peace. 

At the afternoon session it was decided 
by the friends of the mayor to make a 
proposition for a compromise to the com- 
missioners who opposed the action of the 
council in the passage of the Nelms ordi- 
nance. 

An agreement was drawn up and a com- 
mittee appointed to consult with the other 
side. It was presented to Captain English 
by Colonel Goodwin. 

“The paper was given, to me,” said Cap- 
tain English last night, “but I have not 
considered it. I saw there was a long pre- 
amble, but I really didn’t take time to read 
them over.

In the meantime the citizens of Atlanta 
are asking the timely and important ques- 
tion as to who will police the city in case 
the board fails to organize and elect 
officers. 

It is a recognized fact that should Cap- 
tain Brotherton and his associates concede 
the right of the present force to hold over 
it would mean that the force would remain 
as it is until the complexion of the board 
is changed by the election of another com- 
missioner, which is one year off. Captain 
Engli#h is for the present officers of the 
force and would doubtless vote for the re- 
election of all of them. Captain Brotherton 
and Mayor King and Commissioner John- 
son have been understood as being against 
Chief Connolly and perhaps some of the 
other officers. So it will be seen that should 
they agree for the chief and the other

The commissioners and their friends have 
been devoting so much of their time to ef- 
forts to formulate some plan by which 
the board could be haromnized that they 
have given no thought to the question of

Much speculation has been indulged in as 
to what will probably occur should the 
board come to a deadlock on the question 
of electing officers. Both Mayor King and 
Ccmmissioner Brotherton state that they 
hope that all differences will be settled and 
that officers will be elected Saturday at 
the regular time.

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BUSINESS IS GOOD. 


Atlanta’s Merchants Talk Hopefully of 
the Condition of Trade. 


IT IS BRIGHTENING UP WONDERFULLY 


Béth W holesaleand Retail Merchants Feel 
' Bucouraged at the Outlook—It Is Not 
Temporary, but Has Come to Stay. 


The local merchants say that there has 
been a most encouraging brightening up 
in trade for several weeks and that the 
present condition of business is better than 
it has been for many months. 

This report comes from the wholesale 
and retail merchants in every line of mer- 
chandise. 

They attribute the improvement to va- 
rious causes. Many of them credit the 
coming exposition with doing much to help 
the commercial world. They talk hopefully, 
optimistically, and enter upon the spring 
with bright prospects. 

A number of representative merchants, 
representing various lines of business, were 
seen yesterday and they gave encouraging 
reports of the condition and outlook of 
busimess. 

“Brightening up? Well, I should 80,” 
said Mr. A. P. Morgan, the naa henca 
wholesale merchant. “Congress has ad- 
journed, the exposition is booming, confi- 
dence is being restored and the prospects 
are splendid. For three Weeks trade has been 
on a fine upward rise.” 

“There is no use talking about the out- 
look,”’ said Mr. Stuart Woodson. “The pres- 
ent is good enough. Trade is good. Much 
better now than it has been for sometime. 
I have no cause for complaint. Business 
is beginning to boom. Cotton has gone up 
nearly a cent a pound recently and this is 
one of the things that restores prices.”’ 

“Business has brightened up wonderfully 
in the past six weeks,” said Mr. C. 'H. Ar- 
nold, of Arnold & McCord. ‘The price of 
cotton has moved up a notch and a corre- 
spondingly good effect followed. Then there 
is more certainty that times will not be so 
hard this year. A great deal of this might 
be put to the credit of the exposition.” 

“Booming,”’ said Mr. J. C. A. Branan, of 
Branan Brothers ‘The effects of the ex- 
position and the adjournment of congress 
are already developing. And they are good 
effects, too. Trade has been stimulated 
wonderfully, I can tell you. We are kept 
busy now all the time.” 

“I believe that this month’s business will 
double that of February,” said Dr. Joseph 
Jacobs. “I hardly know just what tto at- 
tribute it to, except that it is the regular 
spring brightening up, added to the exposi- 
tion and a general restoration of confidence, 
Collections are better.”’ 

“Business is better and there is less sick- 
ness in Atlanta if the falling off of pre- 
scriptions to be filled counts ror anything,” 
said Mr. J. D. Allen, of Brown & Allen. 
“The regular trade is splendid. Yesterday 
afternoon for three or four hours we were 
hardly able to take time to turn around 
there were so many customers in the store.”’ 

“Business is rapidly getting in fine shape,” 
said Mr. G. T. Dodd, of the Dodd Grocery 
Company. “Trade and real estate are both 
on the boom, Spring, the exposition, the 
adjournment of congress and the rising of 
cotton all help out.” 

“There is a decided improvement,” said 
Mr. Auguste P. Tripod, of the Tripod Paint 
Company, yesterday. “I do not know how it 
is in other lines of business, but judge that 
everything is improving. My company is 
having splendid business and trade ig in- 
creasing in volume. Collections, too, are 
getting easier.”’ 

“The prospects are splendid,”’ said Mr. T, 
B. Brady. “I believe that confidence is be- 
ing restored rapidly and that money is get- 
ting easier. The exposition is helping to 
no small extent.”’ 

Mr. Eads, of the Eads-Neel Company, 
clothiers and furnishers: ‘Business is be- 
ginning to open up and with good weather 
the spring season will be an excellent one, 
Business is already better than it was last 
year and we are expecting a good, healthy 
trade in this line. The weather is a great 
factor in business and if it is favorable, the 
prospects are good.” 

Mr. Davison, of Douglas, Thomas & Da- 
vison, dry goods: “If the weather remains 
good we will have a good spring business. 
The weather in February was unusually 
bad, which had a material, effect on busi- 
ness, but with proper weather from now 
on, the demand for goods will be as great 
as it has been in recent years. The exposi- 
tion will bring a large fail trade to the 
city.”’ 

Mr. E. W. Blue, jeweler: “Business in 
this line has, of course, been a little slow 
recently on account of the bad weather and 
the Lenten season, but it is beginning to 
look up, and we are expecting a heavy 
trade this year. All of the jewelers have 
bought heavily and are looking for a great 
exposition trade.” 

Mr. R. C. Black, shoes: “Business is un- 
doubtedly improving in our line, and a 
reference to the books will demonstrate 
it. There is a better feeling existing and 
evidences of returning confidence indicate 
@ prosperous year. Business is now much 
better than it was this time last year, and 
the spring season, which is just opening, 
promises to be a good one.’’ 

Mr. Harry Silverman, the enterprising 
young merchant, is sanguine, “From what 
I can understand,” he said, “‘there is re- 
newed activity in business affairs all over 
the city. The prospect for our merchants 
this year is roseate. I attribute this, of 
course, in a great measure to the exposi- 
tion. 

“Already there is a heavy advance guard 
here. Men are coming from all parts of 
the United States and from other coun- 
tries, prospecting and looking out after 
business investments. I fear that the de- 
mand will be greater than the supply in 
one respect, and that is in reference to 
houses. There is scarcely a house in the 
city to rent. I know this to be a fact, 
as a friend of mine came here the other 
day with the idea of opening a large house 
before the exposition. It was impossible 
to secure one.” 

Dr. R. L. Palmer says that business af- 
fairs are livening up every day. “I have 
never seen,” he said, “such a wonderful 
awakening. This is due, possibly, to the 
fact that through the winter months the 
weather was so bad thiat it kept most peo- 
ple in doors. The spring has now opened 
up and things are flourishing. What the 
exposition will accomplish for Atlanta can 
be told from its effect at this early date.’’

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‘A BREAK FORLIBERTY 


A Desperate Convict Tackled Guard 
Evins from Behind. 


EVINS SHOT TO KILL, BUT MISSED 


Six Convicts Rushedto the Aid of Their 
Fellow Prisoner—The Plot Did 
Not Succeed. 


But for the coolness and brevery of a 
convict guard, John Evins, during an at- 
tack made upon him yesterday afternoon 
by six desperate prisoners, a dozen or more 
convicts would probably now be at liberty 
through the daring of one of their number. 

The attack occurred in a rather distant 
portion of the exposition grounds and none 
ef the workmen or other guards knew any- 
thing about it until they heard the report 
of the gun. In thirty seconds more the 
affair was over and the men were sullenly 
at work again. 

The movement for liberty was apparently 
@ concerted one and it is thought by Guard 
Evins that there was a woman in it—a 
woman whose name he has not yet learned. 
It was during the middle of the afternoon 
that Dew Hayne, a convict sent here from 
Butts county on a term of two years for 
car-breaking, went to the convict guard 
and asked permission to retire for a few 
minutes to the office. This permission the 
guard granted. 

Hayne then left his work. In the mean- 
time a woman came up to the guard and be- 
gen talking to him asking about the expo- 
sition grounds. She stood where she could 
easily have seen Hayne approach the 
guard. Guard Evins stood with his side to 
the convicts in order that he could keep 
an eye on them, They worked steadily on. 
Suddenly the guard felt someone catch him 
by the coat under one arm and attempt to 
jerk him down the embankment, which 
was about four feet high at that point. 

The woman evinced not the slightest sur- 
prise. Evins struggled to catch himself and 
turned to face his assailant. Five convicts 
were advancing as rapidly upon him as 
they could. They bad thrown down their 
shovels and were making for the guard. 
With Hayne still clinging to him, Evins 
threw his gun to his shoulder and drew 
a bead on Pat Smith, who was the foremost 
prisoner. Smith never faltered. Just as 
Evins fired, Hayne jerked him squarely 
around. 

The firing of the gun stopped the advanc- 
ing men, and Will Bickersham ran forward 
and knocked Hayne down with a pick han- 
dle. At’the point of his gun, Guard Evins 
ordered the men back to work. They re- 
sponded surlily but saw that they had no 
further chance to escape. 

How Hayne Managed the Attempt. 

As soon as Hayne reached the office, he 
took off his shoes and began working his 
shackles off. He worked desperately and 
jerked. the shackle over his bare foot. He 
tore his heel badly and injured the top of 
his foot severely. Both wounds bled pro- 
fusely. He was obliged to get one of the 
shackles off in erder to prevent it from 
clanking when he walked. 

This done he saw that the guard’s atten- 
tion was directed in another direction. He 
siipped up cautiously and was soon fairly 
upon Evins. He made a spring at him and 
tried to jerk the guard down the embank- 
ment. He had miscalculated the leap or 
was hampered by his wounded fcot, for he 
failed to grasp the guard except by his coat. 
As soon as Hayne caught at the guard, the 
six men who are supposed to have been in 
the plot threw down their shovels and picks 
and advancoad rapidly upon Guard Evins. 

It was then that he shot and came near 
killing Pat Smith, who is said to be a part- 
ner of Hayne’s. 

What Guard Evins Says. 

“Hayne came out of the office, where he 
had succeeded in working off his shackles,”’ 
said the guard. “He caught me just under 
the arm and then five or six of the others 
started for me. I shot at the foremost one 
but Hayne jerked me and I missed. 

“When Hayne grabbed me I was talking 
to a woman who had come up and was 
asking about the buildings. I was turned 
sideways to Hayne. She could have seen 
him, though I don’t know whether she did 
or not. She may have been in the plot. 
She came back to the grounds and asked 
where that white man was working, mean- 
ing Hayne. I haven’t seen her since, and 
can’t say positively that she had any- 
thing to do with it. 

They Were Given Necklaces. 

Hayne was punished and given double 
shackles and a chain about his neck. Pat 
Smith, another Hayne, Lew Smith and 
two others were given “necklaces.” 

John Bvins, the guard, is a fearless fellow 
and has always proved a trusty and faith- 
ful guard. He never lost his presence of 
mind and by his quick action stopped what 
might have been a wholesale escape of con- 


victs.

The Undertone to Stocks Weaker Yestor- 
Gay Than for Some Time Past. 
W heat a Fraction Lower. 


New York, March 27.—The anthracite 
coal situation dominated the stock market 
today, and the undertone was weaker than 
for some time past. There were rumors 
in plenty of fresh trouble in the trade, and 
it was quite generaliy agreed that the 
presidents will not be able take definite 
action at the meeting tomorrow. In ad. 
dition to this there were further realiza- 
tions in the Grangers, General Electric, 
Louisville and Nashville, Missouri Pacific, 
Southern railway preferred, Chicago Gas, 
Northern Pacific preferred, Si. Paul and 
Omaha and Union Pacific. At the opening, 
Reading was specialiy affected by its keb- 
ruary statement, which was not up t0 
expectations. The stock opened at HM@l4\, 
dropped to 12% on sales by a small pool, 
and rallied to 13844715%, Jersey Central 
was heavy throughout, breaking 3% to 
9354955, Lackawanna advanced 1% to 
lus and fell to itit‘,, Delaware and iiud. 
son rose l to 129, and broke to 1.6%@127. Sus- 
quehanna and Western preferred advanced 
l4 to 36% and fell to c4@3o. KMumors were 
yife to the effect that Lackawanna had 
or would acquire control of the Susque- 
hunna and Western, but the stories were 
disposed of by explicit statements frum 
Lackawanna officials that the company 
will not go out of its own proper territory. 
In the industrials General Electric was 
especially weak, and in the last hour led 
the decline, falling 1% to 54%. Realizations 
and the further denial of the recent report 
that the company and the Westinghouse 
concern had arrived at an agreement ac- 
count for the comparative heaviness of the 
stock.

New York, March 27.—Dow, Jones News 
Co., by private wire to J. C. Knox, man- 
ager—Believers in a reaction did not change 
their views much yesterday.

Financial Gossip. 


From The New York Stockholder. 

The’ market scored a further advance 
Monday, and the volume of business in- 
volved 336,000 shares. It gave distinct evi- 
dence, however, of that kind of manipula- 
tion usually resorted to in facilitating the 
sale of long stocks, a good many of which 
were unquestionably unloaded by recent 
buyers, 

During the morning hours this realizing 
was a noteworthy feature, but offerings 
were fairly well absorbed, and by afternoon 
the market, under skillful manipulation, 
was on the rise again, though at the end 
renewed profit taking caused prices to 
shade off somewhat, the close being slightly 
under the best. 

The general public is eagerly on the 
lookout for signs of betterment in general 
business, and, in the present hopeful state 
of the speculative mind, unimportant or 
misleading signs are apt to be accorded 
undue importance. As regards the railroad 
Situation and the conditions which make 
for earnings there are no indications of 
improvement as facts show. In one impor- 
tant direction there is a setback in the 
shape of a heavy falling off in live stock 
traftic. 

The shrinkage is so marked, the amount 
of this tonnage to be handled in coming 
months is so small, as to cause general 


; comment among officials in touch with the 
situation. 


n. As to cattle, the receipts at the 
four principal western markets, Chicago, 
Kansas City, Omaha ‘and St. Louis, the 
first three months of 1895 will fall nearly 
200,000 head, 106,000 tons, below a year ago 
and 265,000 head, 145,000 tons, below two 
years ago. 

Earnings began to come in yesterday for 
the third week in March. St. Paul’s nat- 
urally excited the most comment, 
crease from 1894 being $59,000 and 
1893 $137,000. The showing was bad, a little 
worse than expected. St. Paul’s loss from 
July ist has been nearly $225,000,000—$2,423,- 
000. Pittsburg and Western increased $8,000, 
Peoria, Decatur and Evansville $800, Lake 
Erie and Western $11,000, Rio Grande West- 
ern $7,000, Toledo and Ohio Central $6,000, 
International and Great Northern $14,000, 
Wabash $15,000, Kansas and Texas $43,000 
and Texas and Pacific $16,000. Decreased— 
LouisvilHe, Evansville and St. Louis $3,000, 
Iowa Central $7,000. Lake Erie and 'West- 
ern’s report for the year ended December 
3ist last shows a decrease in gross earnings 
of $168,000 and an increase in net of $164,000. 
The surplus charges was $105,000 against 
$221,000 in 1893 and $394,000 in 1892. 

Coal prices continue demoralized by large 
stocks and excessive production. In six 
weeks the coal companies have shipped to 
market 1,635,000 tons more coal than a year 
ago, and for the first quarter of 1895 the 
actual output will exceed that agreed upon 
by the sales agents over 2,000,000. Is it any 
wonder that stove coal is selling in Jersey 
City at $3 per ton, the lowest price since 
1878, or that large buyers predict even lower 
prices in the absence of a settlement of the 
anthracite troubles by the presidents.

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Stevens & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


By Private Wire to J. C. Knox, Manager. 
New York, March 27.—It was a smaller 
market today. There was less snap to it, 
and yet on the whole it was a firm market, 
Prices fluctuated quite frequently within 
moderate limits, Dut they were at one 
time 7 to 8 points higher than last night, 
and they wound up firm at a net advance 
of 5 to 7 points, with sales of 118,000 bales.

Wheat Industriously Bulled, but 


Prices Brveke Late, 


Chicago, March 27.—After industriously 
applying themselves to bulling wheat to- 
day, the scalpers and local traders found 
themselves but little better off at the close 
than they were at the start, prices breaking 
fully % of a cent during the last thirty 
minutes. The trade was essentially local 
the outside taking but little part in the 
buying or selling. The dry weather topic 
was again discussed in all its bearings, 
and was the main excuse for the advance 
that was engineered. Southwestern specu- 
lators are alive to the situation, and were 
furnishing a full quota of damage stories, 
but past experience teaches that these re- 
ports are too often exaggerated. The Dow, 
Jones News Company had foreign informa- 
tion of a bad crop condition in England, 
France and Russia, with Spain and Ger- 
many more favorable. Liverpool opening 
eables were lower, and the close steady. 
Continental markets were for the most 
part weak and lower, which constituted 
one of the principal reasons for the final 
decline in prices here. May wheat opened 
from 55 to 54%.@55c, sold between 56% and 
5i¥gc, closing at oo%4c—%c higher than yes- 
terday. Cash wieat was %c per bushel 
higher. 

Corn—Sellers of corn were in the minority 
atthe opening and far along in the morn- 
ing.

icagoO, March 27.—The early cables 
showed a fair reflection of our weakness 
yesterday. Northwestern car lots were 
liberal, but this news was more than off- 
set by the bullish crop reports and pre- 
dictions of another thirty-six hours of 
dryness by the government .The market 
was held firm and was ruled on a slightly 
higher basis until near the close. There 
was a reported fairly good demand for 
the cash commodity among shippers, which 
helped the speculation market some. New 
York reports firm market, with good cable 
acceptances from both the united kingdom 
and the contingent. Dow-Jones reports 
damage to wheat throughout England 
and France with light acreage seeded. 
In Germany and Spain reports are favor- 
able. In Russia the area sown to wheat 
and rye is diminished fully 7 to 
per cent. There was just about bull news 
enougiry to cause the shorts to cover, 
which gave the market a firm pearance, 
scalpers taking the bull side. After 
the shorts had covered their contracts there 
seemed to be no further demand, and the 
closing was weak, with nearly all the ad- 
vance lost. 

In corn the market has ruled strong and 
higher, the sealping crowd apparently 
short. The trade has been largely local, 
and the bull sentiment seems to predomi- 
nate, which has been the potent factor 
in causing the advance. Baltimore reports 
15,000 bushels of corn loaded out into 
ocean steamers. 

Oats continued strong. Warm weather 
brings an increased consumption and ship- 
ping demand, and the fear of drought 
gives strength to the more deferred specu- 
lative futures.

York stnagend hy ena: ogee from New 
a dies — ' ated Press wires to 
effect that desperate efforts are about 
to be made by certain holders of Savannah 
and Western interests to disrupt the plans 
ene reorganization of the Georgia Cen- 

These rumors aré denied by parties at 
this end of the line interested in and fa- 
milfar with the movement @t reorganiza- 
tiom 

It is claimed that the reports are false. 

There seems to be no fear among local hold- 
ers about the success of the reorganization 
movement. 
. By the plans for reorganization it is said 
all interests will be well cared for, and 
it is held that even the minority stock- 
holders—the scattering ones here and there 
—will have a prior claim for protection so 
far as the. earnings «shall be ¢eoncerned, 
when the reorganization is completed as 
pianned. 

Several days ago these reports were sent 
out’ from New York and were promtly de- 
hied by the local contingent. But the 
first report is followed by the dispatch 
below, which was sent out from New York 
last night by the Associated Press: 

“New York, March 27.—Prominent bond- 
holiers of the Savannah and Western and 
Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus roads 
have decided to take steps to withdraw 
from the Georgia Central system. The 
Fitzgerald committee of the Savannah and 
Western, has disbanded and the securities 
returned to their owners. This committee 
was organized in the interest of the Geor- 
gia Central. The Borg Savannah and 
Western committee was acting solely in the 
interest of the security holders of that 
company. 

“Tt is understood that Messrs. Colston & 
Liatham, formerly of the Fitzgerald com- 
mittee, will join forces with the Borg com- 
mittee. It was said yesterday that fore- 
closure proceedings will be pressed for the 
sale of the Savannah and Western in the 
interest of the first consolidated mortgage 
bondholders, A petition for foreclosure 
has already been filed. The holders of the 
Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus bonds 
also favor withdrawing from the Georgia 
Central reorganization. The road is now 
a part of the Savannah and Western, but 
the bondholders favor regaining independ- 
ence for their road.”’

Knoxville, Tenn., March 27.—(Special.)— 
The Southern Iron Car line, of Georgia, and 
the Railway Equipment Company, of New 
Jersey, filed a bill in the chancery court 
here today to collect $226,000 from the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railway. 
The complainants allege that in 1890 and 
1891 they furnished the defendant company 
1,100 Hopper-bottom gondolas of 60,000 pounds 
carrying capacity each, under a lease of 
contract for ten years, and that the raii- 
way company since the reorganization of 
the Southern Railway Company has re- 
fused to comply with the contract and 
refuses to use the gondolas. The com- 
plainants allege that they were at an ex- 
pense. of $1,000,000 in buildings the cars, 
and that their actual loss, by noncompliance 
with the contract, is $226,000, for. which 
they sue.

Atlanta Defeats Yon der Abe's Playere 
in a Pretty Game. 


IT WAS SCHMIDT, WHO PITCHED 


And “Red” Ehret, Who Figured Sensa- 
tionally in the National League Last 
Year, Tossed for 8t.

The Atlantas went up against the St. 
Louis Browns yesterday afternoon in the 
presence of 500 spectators. 

And the Atlantas gave the Browns the 
worst defeat they have had this season. 

Just before the hour for the game. dark 
clouds began to gather, which leaked rain 
drops just as the lovers of the game were 
on the eve of leaving the city for the 
grounds. This prevented many who wanted 
to see the Atlantas in their first game 
against a good team going out to the 
grounds. But almost before the game be- 
gan the clouds moved away and that 
brought out quite a number. In fact the 
gatekcepers were kept busy taking tickets 
even atter the game was half over. The

spectators were made up of many iadies, a 
large number of officers from the military 
post and some of the leading business and 
professional men of the city. 

It was a gallery of spectators of which 
any management might have been proud. 

It was a game worth enjoying, for it 
was one of the prettiest games ever played 
on a ball park in the south. Before it was 
half over the Browns were compelled to 
realize that they were up against a club 
that could keep them busy at work and 
they put more energy and ginger into the 
game as it progressed. The Atlantas took 
on new life, too, as the game grew older 
and before the last man was out the 
contest was one in which the spectators 
were thoroughly engrossed. 

The Atlantas opened the game with Friel 
at bat, who nipped at the first ball Staley 
sent him. He caught it about the end of 
the bat, but he was a little slow in his 
work and the ball, instead of showing a 
base hit, went right into Quinn’s hands.

The result of the work did not create 
any surprise among the spectators, for no 
one thought a run would be made. 

But a few minutes later when the 
Browns went down in one, two, three 
order, showing an inability to do any- 
thing with Schmidt’s spheres, the spirits 
of the home people went up and Schmidt 
quickly became a prime favorite. It was 
the work of Delehanty and Knowles and 
Goodenough which retired the side so 
quickly, notwithstanding the fact that 
one of them, the first up, Dowd, was given 
his base on balls. 

The playing was close, sharp and quick 
right through the inning, not a hit being 
made by either team. In the third Dowd, 
the second man up, made the first hit of 
the game and was followed by Miller, who 
drove qut a nice single, on which Dowd 
went to third, from where he scored on 
Conner’s fly out to Goodenough in deep 
center, the cateh being one of the prettiest 
imaginable, the ball being almost pulled out 
of the clouds in a long, high, running leap. 

Just then every one thought Atlanta had 
lost the game, but when Knowles and his 
men came in for a turn they jumped on 
to Staley and pounded four runs—three of 
them earned runs. 

It was almost likea lot of fireworks and 
the spectators went wild over the batting 
and the base running.

Diamond Joe Is a Popular Criminal, . 


Wanted in Many Cities. 
EXTRADITION PAPERS SWORN OUT 


Manager Hulbert, of the Southern Ex- 
press Company, Making Efforts to 
Have Him Brought to Atlanta. 


“Diamond Joe,”’ Smythe, Hutton, J. C. 
Coleman, or whatever the name of the 
individual who got away with the gems 
of Georgia jewelers, is a popular as well 
as a notorious criminal. 

There is mild strife among the officers of 
the different places where he has operated 
as to who shall get their hands on him 
first. 

Canada wants him too, and his advent 
into Atlanta may have to be postponed. 
Yesterday morning a telegram was re- 
ceived by Chief Connolly from Chief Con- 
stable H. J. Gassett, of Toronto, where 
the man was captured, saying that there 
was no chance for escape. 

“Smythe, alias Hutton, alias Coleman,” 
said the telegram, “‘will come up Thursday 
and be further remanded to jail until next 
week for trial on our charge without bail. 
We are arranging to have an extra warrant 
against him tomorrow, on which he can 
be held for the United States authorities. 
There is no danger of his getting away.’’ 

Manager Hulbert, of the Southern Ex- 
press Company, is making active steps for 
the purpose of getting Coleman back to 
Atlanta. He has written on to Washington 
for extradition papers and as soon as they 
are prepared he will probably have an At- 
lanta officer sent on to look after the 
crook. 

That is, unless the Canadian authorities 
refuse to give him up. From the wording 
ef the telegram from Chief Constable Gas- 
sett it appears that Canada also lays 
claim to him and that he committed some 
crime there which will call for prosecution. 

Coleman, from every standpoint, is the 
biggest crook that ever operated in Geor- 
gia. He has done work all over the United 
States and his record is a continued series 
of daring swindles. All of these were 
planned in the same way that the Atlanta 
jewelers and those of other cities in the 
state were caught. 

Coleman came to Georgia from Texas, 
where he got away with a large amount of 
money, which the Wells-Fargo Express 
Company was responsible for. After get- 
ting away from Georgia with nearly $10,- 
000 worth of diamonds he stopped in Ten- 
nessee and worked the same game. 

The Southern Express Company went to 
work in earnest. They secured a photo 
from the Wells-Fargo company and a de- 
scription of the man was gained also. 
Over 10,000 circulars were issued. Coleman 
got wind of this and decided to skip for 
Canada. 

He had been there only one or two days 
before he was captured. 

Coleman was not without an accomplice. 
On the day he left Swainsboro he received 
a telegram from a pal in Savannah, saying 
that party in Tennille wanted jewelry at 
once. This, of course, was in cipher and is 
thought to have ‘been a notice for him to 
get out of the way at once. 

He left at once for Tennille, going by 
way of Millen, to which place he rode by 
private conveyance. Once he came very 
near being captured, and had the negro 
who drove him known who he was it is 
probable that he would have never got 
away from Georgia. Just out of Swains- 
boro the buggy in which he was escaping 
broke down. ‘He instructed the driver to 
ride back as fast as his horse could go 
and bring a new buggy. This was done 
and he got off to Tennille, where he took 
the train for Atlanta. 

Manager Hulbert and Chief Connolly 
consulted yesterday and came to the con- 
clusion that it. would be best to wait for 
several days before sending a man on to 
Canada.

A good deal of incerest has been man- 
ifested in the proposed dramatic exhibit

He agreed to produce an attraction which 
in its every detail would have rivaled that 
of Vienna, on condition that he be given an 
appropriation of $60,000 for expenses and 
the building necessary, to be built by the 
exposition company. While the matter was 
under favorable discussion it was proposed 
by an adverse faction of the committee 
to accept the spectatorium project of Steele 
Mackaye, who proposed to concentrate in 
his exhibit all the new mechanical inven- 
tions, new features in scenic effects and 
desirable suggestions of the modern stage. 
After a succession of arguments and dis- 
cussions, in which many admirable dramat- 
ic schemes were considered and approved, 
Steele Mackaye was formally given the 
dramatic exhibit. No direct appropriation 
was given him, but individual megnbers of 
the exposition company contributed largely 
towards the enterprise and encouraged the 
purchase of stock, among them such men 
as Lyman Gage, who contributed $60,000, 
and George Pullman $25,000. 

The failure of this plan is a matter of 
recent history. General disappointment was 
manifested in the expense of a dramatic 
exhibit in Chicago and Mrs. M. L. Little- 
ton, encouraged and ably assisted by the 
chairman, Mrs. William Dickson, under- 
took to organize the dramatic exhibit. 
Obtaining the necessary encouragement of 
the executive committee, she went to New 
York in October for that purpose. Mrs. 
Littleton announces that she has developed 
her work in every path and has in readi- 
ness for formal approval of the board 
every detail of a dramatic exhibit, from 
the minutest details of the stage manage- 
ment, interior decoration and scenic effect 
to the librettos and programmes that will 
be distributed in the audiences. Her plan 
is to have the theater proper, from an 
architectural view, one of the most at.

TOASK FOR SUFFRAGE 


Atlanta Soflrage Society Will Petition 
the Legislatare. 


HELD ITS ANNUAL MEETING YESTERDAY 


Officers Elected ard Many Rasolutions 
Adopted—Getting Up Petitions 
for the Legislature. 


The Atlanta Woman’s Suffrage Associa- 
tion held its annual meeting at the Unita- 
rian church yesterday afternoon and elect- 
ed officers for the ensuing year. 

The meeting was largely attended by 
the women members of the association, 
and quite a number of the male members 
wero present and participated in the pro- 
ceedings. 

It was the date of the regular monthly 
mecting of the association, and besides 
the election of new officers, several other 
important matters were brought up and 
acted upon. 

The association adoptel a resolution au- 
thorizing the appointment of a committee 
to be known as the legislativa committee, 
to take steps hooking to state legislation in 
the interest of woman suffrage, and also 
appointed a committee to investigate the 
number of women taxpayers in Atlanta and 
the amount of taxes paid by them. 

A petition addressed to the mayor and 
general council requesting the appointment 
of a police matron, was reported on and 
approved by the meeting. A number of 
other matters of interest to the association 
were considered. 

The meeting was presided over by Mrs. 
F. C. Swift, the retiring president. There 
was much interest manifested in the meet- 
ing when she announced that the first 
business in order would be the election 
of officers for the next year and for some- 
time afterward the suffragists voted to 
their hearts’ content. 

The officers were taken up in order from 
the highest to the lowest, and despite the 
fact thiat for several of the offices there 
was but one nominee, the members went 
through the long process of voting for that 
mominee by casting a little white paper bal- 
lot each time. 

Mrs. F. C. Swift, who has been the presi- 
dent of the association during the last year, 
was re-elected. Mrs. M. L. McLendon was 
elected first vice president, Mrs. I. M. 
Parks was elected second vice president, 
Mrs. Dr. Roberts, secretary. Mrs. M. 
Chandler was elected treasurer, and Dr. 
Morse, one of the most active male mem- 
bers of the association, was elected auditor. 

Rev. W. C. Cole, pastor of the Unitarian 
church, who was present at the meeting, 
was elected an honorary member of the 
association. 

The legislative committee authorized to 
be appointed by the president to consist of 
not less than seven members nor more 
than twelve, was assigned the duty of in- 
vestigating, considering and reporting upon 
all matters pertaining to any form of leg- 
islation, municipal, state or national, fa- 
voring equal rights to women, which from 
time to time are referred to it. 

Immediately upon the adoption of the 
resolution creating the legislative commit- 
tee, another resolution was adopted re- 
questing the committee to consider and re- 
port as early as possible upon the pro- 
priety of causing to be imtroduced at the 
next meeting of the legislature a bill con- 
ferring upon women the right to vote for 
school officers. 

A resolution was adopted authorizing the 
appointment of a committee to be known 
as the tax committee, whose duty it shall 
be to make a list of all womem taxpayers 
of the city, with the amount of property 
returned by each and the amount of taxes 
assessed thereon. 

Mrs. N. O. Robertson, of the police mat- 
ron committee, reported to the meeting a 
petition drawn by that committee addressed 
to the mayor and general council, request- 
ing that the office of police matron be 
created at once, and when Mrs. Robertson 
had read the petition it was unanimously 
adopted by the meeting. 

The petition will be circulated throughout 
the city by the members of the association 
and others, and much pressure will be 
brought to bear on the city government 
in the matter, the women of the associa- 
tion being much interested in the matter. 

The petition is as follows: 

“Frequently respectable women, strangers 
in the city, and especially young and inno- 
cent girls, go to the station house, or are 
ttaken there to await news of their friends. 
The need of a police matron in their case |s 
more imperative even than in the case of 
prisoners, because the recipients of such 
protection on the part of the police are 
usually timid and shrinking, and sometimes 
it is well nigh impossible to prevail upon 
them to confide their troubles to @ man. 

“Oftentimes little children—homeless 
waifs—are found begging in the streets and 
are taken, temporarily at least, to the sta- 
tion house. For the proper care of these 
@ woman’s hand and voice and a woman’s 
heart are surely necessary.’’
